DETHRONING THE BOSSES 


a _ 
A PENNSYLVANIA OCONVENTION 
AND NO DICTATOR. 

{THE REPUBLICAN DELEGATES FREE TO 
VOTE AS THEY LIKE—A GOOD PROS- 
PECT FOR HARMONIOUS ACTION. 

Harrissvre, July 10.—It must be con- 

¥ 

fessed that no such Republican State’ Conven- 

tion has assembled in Pennsylvania for a long 

series of years. There may have been prefer- 
ences as to candidates existing in the minds of 
the old party leaders, but there was no “slate” 
made up and assigned to the ratification of the 
convention. One consequence of the new and 
remarkable condition is that many delegates 
of the old-fashioned sort feel somewhat con- 
fused with a strange sense of freedom, and 
seem hardly to understand how to use their un- 
fettered powers. There are, besides, many new 
men in the convention, a large part of them 
younger members of the party, and, as a con- 
sequence, it is difficult to feel the pulse of the 
body m advance of its actual assembling. At 

@ late hour to-night it is notsafe to say precise- 

ly who will be nominated te-morrow. The full 

convention contains 251 delegates. Of this 
number at least nine+enths are now here. 

Among the well known men in the Vv now 

here are ex-Congressman John Co who 

was State Chairman in 1880; ex 

Harry White, of the Indiana District: Cyrus 

Elder, of Johnstown, a leader in the on- 

ist ranks of Pennsy!vania: Gen. William Lilly, 

of Carbon County, and some of theenergetic 
spictition, tanning Col uke Go te 

oO! on, including ay, C. 

Magee, State Chairman Cheper’ Messrs. 

Rowan and Leeds of Fhiladelphia, and others. 

These last named men, vulling together, can 

control the convention without a doubt, but it 

does not now appear that they are acting with 
any concerted plan.

Both of them ap to be 

in earuest, and while one may 
ultimately unite his strength with the 
other, that does not now seem likely. Pass- 
more was the candidate for Auditor-General 
in 1877, and was defeated at the election, the 

Democrats carrying the State that year by a 

smal) majoritv. Livesey was chief clerk in 
the State Treasurer's office during the term of 

Mr. Butler, from 1°8) to 1882, and again took 

the place under the present Treasurer, Gen. 

Bailey, after the assassination of Capt. Nutt at 

Uniontown last December. 

There are, however, a score of candidates 
in the field. The general opening of the tield 
by. the break-down of the old system, has en- 
couraged many to enter who heretofore would 
not have ventured upon such a step in the face 
of *‘slated” tickets. It is the common remark 
in all directions that this ‘is a ‘‘free-for-all’’ 
race. For Auditor-General four candidates 
are named—Jerome B. Niles, of ‘Tioga Coun- 
ty; J. T. Potts, of Chester; J. M. Vanderslice, 
of Philadelphia, and T. J. Grimeson, of Frank- 
lin. It has been very. generally thought that 
Mr. Niles would be agreed upon by substantial- 
ly a common consent for Auditor-General, and 

ere can b> no question that this idea came out 
of the sincere judgment that he was especially 
available and acceptable at this time. it is, 
however, fair to say that in a convention not 
thoroughly under anybody’s control and pos- 
sessed by tag A sense ae —_— a the 
very fact of Mr. Niles’s sup tion 
by the leaders of the party may be used to 
burt bis chances by enterprising competition, 
and this may be shown by to-morrow’s voting. 

Ap energetic canvas¢ is being made by 

Grimeson, who is a United States internal 

revenue official, and a very vehement “ Stal- 

wart” shouter last year, and there have been 
indications this evening that an attempt would 
be made te unite his strength with that of 

Passmore and put these two .on the. ticket. 

Sueh a ticket.would utterly fail to call out the 

independent vote, and unless ~Democrats 

made a marvelousiy bad “would. be 
surely doomed to defeat. 

Yor State Treasurer there are several other 
candidates besides the two already named— 
Passmore and Livesy. Willis J. Hulings, a 
member of the Legisiature from Venango 
County: Col. J. Ege, of McKean; F. Bunnell, 
of Wyoming; Isaac McHose, of Berks; 8. L. 
Ely, of Bucks, and William G. Huey, of Phil- 
adelphia, are all announced as candidates and 
are making a serious canvass of vary- 
ing dimensions. Mr. McHose is a prom- 
inent iron manufacturer at Reading. 
Huey is a Philadelphia broker. Col. 
Ege is a banker at Bradford, im the oil region, 
andis spoken of as the man who suggested 
Gen. Bailey for State Treasurer in 1881. when 
Senator Davies, who had fully expected the 
nomination, was headed off and the Wolfe in- 
dependent candidacy followed. Huling is a 
very resolute and clear-headed oil region man 
of the type of younger Republicans who must 
make the party of the future. He has the sup- 
port of his own and several adjoining coun- 
ties, and would be very nares yg 4 in eve 
respect, unless it should prove that, by his ad- 
vocacy of “anti-discrimination” legislation, 
he had offended some of the’ cérporation and 
railway interests. 

It should be said that none of the candidates 

named were Independents in the campaign of 
1882. All of them were in the regular line 
and supported Gen. Beaver for Governor. 
The Independents do not desire any one of 
their number on the ticket and prefer not to 
bein any way respousibie for its making. 
They want to see two good candidates se- 
lected, and if this is done: they will 
heartily support them, in which case 
the State will récord a Republican 
majority in November without a reasonable 
doubt; but they will be in a position to act 
with perfect freedom if the course taken by 
the convention is such as to forfeit their 
respect. The recent interview of Senator 
Stewart meant no more than this, except as it 
signified his hopeful expectation that the good 
sense of the convention and the sincere wish 
of the old party managers to score a victorv 
would bring about results thet would command 
Independent support. Up to this hour it ap- 
pears fairly iikely that this hopefuiness was 
not without warrant, The temper of those 
assembled here is certainly good. There is 
little, if any, observable outcrop of last year’s 
controversy. A few swashbuckling camp- 
followers swear, but it is mostly under breath, 
atthe idea of selecting candidates with the 
view of bringing the Independents into line, 
but there is no roem for complaint that the 
prominent party meo of all shades are not 
disposed to conciliate and unite. Among 
the convention delegates there are not half a 
score who were in the Independent miovement. 
Senator Stewart is here, because the Legisia- 
ture is still plodding alongin the slow march 
of the extra session. Mr. Barker, of Philadel- 
phia, came here from Washington this even- 
ing, having had a very cordial interview with 
the President this afternoon. Two or three 
others of the younger men who aided the In- 
dependent organization are also here, but not 
with the view of taking an active part to in- 
fluence the convention's action.

THE NEW-HAMPSHIRE DEAD LOCK. 
MR. ROLLINS MAKES A 8MALL GAIN—TALEK 
ABOUT SECRETARY CHANDLER. 
ConcorD, July 10.—Senator Rollins’s 
friends worked hard last night to get recruits, 
with the result that this morning’s ballot 
showed a slight gain for him, 33 of Patterson’s 
votes temporarily going back to their first love. 
In detail, Messrs. Rice, Ladd, Burns, and Smith 
each had 1; ex-Gov. Beil, 2; Henry E. Burn- 
ham, 5; Gen. Marston, 15; Gen. Stevens, 16; 
Messrs. Patterson and Briggs 28 each; 
Mr. Rollins 105; Mr. Bingham, Democrat, 


113. The changes were very slight, except 
that Mr. Briggs’s Manchester supporters 
created a momentary division by voting for 
Mr. Burnham, a popular lawyer of that city, 
who-has been Probate Judge, and is likely to 
grow to greater prominence. The threatened 
break was thus avoided, but it cannot be much 
longer delayed. To-night Mr. Roilins’s friends 
met and voted again to stick. The Democrats 
held a caucus and agreed to hang firmly to- 
gether, and Mr. Patterson’s band decided to 
vote for him. Despite these assurances cau- 
tionary signals are flying in aticipation of a 
break which may be hastened by the deter- 
mination of the anti-caucus people to en- 
deavor aft>r the next vote to unite upon 
some one of their four candidates. When 
once the breaking up comes it will be quickly 
done, and all the more so because so far the 
different candidates have held their men so 
well in hand. Gen. Marston has really no 
hope that the Democrats will unite upon him. 
Mr. Patterson does not gain as he expected, 
and ex-Congressman Briggs is losing heart. 
Senator Rollins is the only one who 
does not appear to begin to realize that 
@ new man must be selected. Unless all 
the talk and opinion here is ill-founded, 
who that mean shall be is the puzzling question. 
Mr. William E. Chandler arrived this morning 
from Washington to attend the dying bedside 
of his mother, who will be dead in a few hours, 
of gangrene. The news of his arrival was 
8 and to-day he has been adroitly 
brought forward by his triends as the 
only one who can afford a_ settlement 
to the one vexed question.

Chandler's friends say that he will make no 
alliances with any one; but if a new man 
becomes necessary and a sufficient num- 
ber of the Legislature’s members so de- 
sire he will oonsent to become a candi- 
date. This is largely assumed coyness, 
and if the chance comes he will lose no oppor- 
tunity of entering the race. His friends insist 
that he would harmonize all factions, but the 
anti-caucus men say that he represents the 
same school of politics they are fighting in Mr. 
Rollins, and if it must be a new man they 
want some one else, At any rate, his arrival 
imparts a new zest to what has been for some 
days a tame affair, and while he stays there 
will at least be something to talk about. No 
great changes are expected to-morrow.

CHALLENGED TO DEBATE. 
JUDGE KINNE ASKS GOV. BHERMAN TO DIs- 
CU88 THE ISSUES WITH HIM. 

Des Mornes, July 10.—Judge Kinne to 
day telegraphed a challenge to Gov. Sherman 
to hold aseries of joint public discussions with 
him during the pending campaign.

Let 
the strong Democrats be selectéd to meet Sen- 
ator Wilson, Congressman Hepburn, Judge 
Nourse, and a dozen others What crowds 
would come to hear a joint debate between 
any of these men and Democrate who could 
match them! Let’s have immense meetings 
this year, immense crowds, and a whirlwind 
campaign. Let us come together and each 
party argue its own side. The Democracy 
was compelied to give the word of hope 
to the saloon in its platform because 
it was controlled by saloon-keepers. This word 
of hope it will break on the stump by evasion 
and skulking if the Republicans do not com- 
pel their speakers to meet the issue.

ANOTHER STRIKE FEARED. 
PrrrspuR@, Penn., July 10.—There is a pros- 
pect of renewed trouble among the railroad coal 
miners. Asbas been statod in these dispatches. 
fuliv one-half of the operators refused to accept 
the decision of the trade tribuma!l umpire, which 
fixed the rate of mining at 344 cents per bushel. 
The men employed inthe mines of these operators 
contiaued to work at the three-cent rate, and now 
those operators that accepted the umpire’s award 


say they eannot sell their coal, as that mined at 
8 cents 1s sufficient to supply the market. They 
want all the miners to work at the lower figure, 
aud work was suspended at Hartiey & Marshell’s 
two large pits to-day because the men refused to 
do this. Otber operators also express their deter- 
mination to heve coal mined fer3 cents a busbel 
od nothing, and another generai strike is looked 
or. 

Secretary Flannery, of the Miners’ Association, 
has gone to the eastern part of the State to see ex- 
Representative John Welsh. of Sebuylkill County, 
who was recently elected Presicent of the State 
Miners’ Association, but who has not aceepted the 
office, and induce him to come here and delivera 
series cf leetures through the district, in order that 
the enthusiasm of the miners may not lay. It is 
generally conceded that if a strike is declared it 
will last until October at least,as the Fali trade 
does not commence before that time, and there is 
hardly any demand for coal at present.

THE TALK OF WASHINGTON 


AGENT HORTON’S BAD CHARAUTER 
PROVED. 

THE CHARGES AGAINST HIM SUSTAINED IN 
COLLECTOR SLACK’S REPORT—MR. EV- 
AN8’8 SUSPICIOUS CONDUCT. 

Wasuincton, July 10.—Just after Inter- 
nal Revenue Commissioner Evans appointed 

Mr. C. M. Horton to be a Special Agent of the 

Internal Revenue Bureau in place of Mr. C. 

W. Eldridge, it was almost onanimously 

cuarged by the public press that he had re- 

moved an honest and capable man and put in 
his place a scandalously disreputable person. 

With almost savage celerity Mr, Evans denied 

the aceusations against Mr. Horton, declared 

that he was clean and reputable, and that, no 
matter what might be proved to the contrary, 

Mr. Eldridge must go. Mr. Evans was a bit 

surprised when Mr. Solomon Carter, of Boston, 

made a charge in writing that mr. Hortou had 
black-mailed the firm of Carter, Harris & 

Hawley tothe tune of $600. Mr. Evans quickly 

ordered Collector Slack, of Boston, to investi- 


gate the matter and report to him. Pending 
the investigation Mr. Evans intimated that if 
the charges against Horton were proved he 
would not it him to enter upon the duties 
of a Special Agent. The report of Collector 
Slack was received last week while Mr. Evans 
wasjaway. The Internal Revenue Officer, with 
apparent concern for Mr. Horton, allowed the 
report to go out before Mr. Slack’s report was 
opened and read that Horton was exonerated. 

Yhen Mr. Evans returned and read the report 
he was asked to furnish it, or at least its sub- 
stance, to the press. This he refused to do for 
** official reasons.” 

If Mr. Evans is desirous of whitewashing 
Mr. Horton he will not succeed without clos- 
ing up some leaks in the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, through which information that the 

ublic is entitled to manages to escape. While 

r. Slack’s report cannot be obtained entire, 
enough of it is known to make Mr. Evans’s 
prolonged silence about it appear at least sus- 
picious. Collector Slack’s report shows that 
Solomon Carter’s charges against Horton are 
sustained by three witnesses. ‘The stub 
of the check given to release the goods 
was produced and showed a payment 
of $500 instead of $600. The actual re- 
ceipt of the check by Horton could not 
be proved, as the paid check was not pre- 
served and the person who acted as interme- 
diary is dead. The report further states that 
Carter gave Slack the names of six other per- 
sons, responsible citizens of Boston, who 
charge similar practices against Horton, all 
of whom were visited by the Collector, and 
their statements are given in detail, Among 
these is one case where acheck of $300 was 
exacted by, and paid direct to, Horton not to 
seize certain spirits. Collector Slack, in clos- 
ing his report, states that Horton’s reputation 
in Boston is anything but - As,Mr. 
Evans’s pu appears to bea determina- 
sion to get rid of all good officers who are not 
Kentuckians or his personal friends, there 
seems to be good reason to fear that Colleetor 
Slack may be in danger for presuming to tell 
these unsavory truths about Mr. Evans’s par- 
ticuiar friend Horton. 


PENSION SWINDLERS CAUGHT. 
A BUREAU CLERK AND AN OUTSIDER AR- 
RESTED FOR MEAN FRAUDS. 

Wasuincton, July 10.—Arrests were 
made here this afterroon of two men who will 
be charged in the Police Court to-morrow 
with swindling applicants for pensions. For 
some time Pension Commissioner Dudley has 
suspected that mischief was afoot, in conse- 
quence of the diseovery of changes in the 
dates of pension cases allowed. Chief Rath- 
burn, of the Special Agents, was directed to 
look into the matter, and he discovered 


that some one in the Pension Office was 
carrying on a swindling scheme with the 
help of an outsider. he plan of opera- 
tions was for the Government employe 
or employes, if thers was more than one guilty 
clerk, to ascertain from papers when the ap- 

lications for pensions were to be allowed. 

pon this information the applicant was ad- 
dressed and informed that if he would employ 
Mr. J.C. Alamet, who had uliar facilities 
for burrying up long-delayed cases, his claim 
could be ° spam A settled favorably, in consid- 
eration of a fee. In combination with Mr. 
Alamet, who was working the nefarious scheme 
outside of the department, was, it is charged. 
Mr. J. J. Alley, a clerk, who furnished the ne- 
cessary information, procuring lists as com- 
plete as possible of cases about to be allowed. 
Chief Rathburn has discuvered a number 
of persons who were induced by Alamet’s 
promises to pav out money, one man having 
given $190. The two men, Alamet and Alley, 
were arrested this afternoon by the Marshal 
and will be examined to-morrow. Commis- 
sioner Dudley is of the opinion that the two 
swindlers have not secured large amounts. 
The employment of persons of this kind is 
absolutely useless, as the Commissioner says 
that there is no agent or outside solicitor who 
can do more than the claimant himself, after 
the papers have been filed, and that in the 
order of their receipt ail applications are at- 
tended to as speedily as possible.

eases against plunderers and robbers it will 
only be when it can find counsel who are not 
born with a controlling weakness for patching 
up compromises with thieves.

Every effort has been made to save him on the 
plea of insanity, but without uvail. If the Gov- 
ernor adheres to his parnces, this will be the first 
exee of a white man hanged for murder iu Louisi- 
aba since Warmoth was Governor, 12 years ago.

TO ITS SETTLEMENT. 

Nasavitye, Tenn., July 10.—Chancellor 
Merritt to-day refused to grant the injunction 
asked for by J. H. Wright and others, to re- 
strain the Funding Board of Tennessee from 
carrying out the provisions of the act passed 
at the last session of the Legislature to 
settle the State debt at 50.8, except in so 


far as it applies to the State debt proper. The 
gravamen of the bill filed by the plaintiffs was 
that, first, the bonds issued under the Internal 
Improvement act of 1852 are void, because the 
act of 1852 is unconstitutional, and because 
certain prerequisites made a conaition prece- 
dent under the act were not dbserved; and, 
second, that the act of 1883 is unconstitutional 
and void. Chancellor’ Merritt, in his de- 
cision, said: ‘It seems to me to be ob- 
vious that the act of 1852 being valid, 
the non-observance of the conditions 
alleged to be conditions precedent to the issu- 
ance of the bonds was a defense available only 
to the State, and that it was clearly withiu the 
power of the State to waive the irregularities 
coniplained of, in whole or in part, and com- 
promise the debt. If the General Assembly 
can issue bonds without conditions precedent, 
it would seem to me that the Legislature could 
waive the conditions at anytimeif not com- 
— with, This was done by the act of 1882. 
am of the opinion that the fact that there 
were irregularities in the iseuance of the bonds 
on the part of the agents of the State would 
not be an available defense on the part of the 
State after the bonds had gone into the mar- 
ket and passed into the hands of innocent 
holders. I am of opinion that the same legal 
obligation was on the State to pay the bonds 
under the act of 1852 as to pay the State debt 
proper bonds.” For these reasons the appli- 
cation for an injunction is refused.

The prosecutrix 
in the bigamy charge wasa Miss Annie Hipple. of 
Harrisburg. She claimsto have been married to 
Engle in Canada in September last. She believed 
him, she declares,to beasingle man, and lived 
with him in this city untilahe ascertained that he 
alroady had a wife here, when she proogeded 
against bim for bigamy. Engle was held in $1,600 
bail. Security was given that turned out to be 
worthless, and Engle fled the jurisdiction of the 
court. He was arrested a few days ago at Latrobe, 
after having ed under a number of aliases. 

Before taking up with Miss Hipple Eagle bad 
been the ehief figure ina oumber of disreputable 
sults. In one of these he was charged with a crim- 
inal assault on Ida Bright. who lived at his resi- 
dence on Perrish-street as a seamstress. Engle 
was immediately afterward sued by his wife for 
desertion and refusing to support her, and an 
order was made on bim for her maintenanee. Hoe 
retaliated bv bringiug a criminal charge agalost 
his wife. It was withuut any foundation, how- 
ever, and was summarily dismissed by Macis- 
trate Ladner. The presen: Mrs. Engle is his second 
wife. She is the sieter of a prosperons Arch-street 
merchant, Engle is moderately wealthy. He has 
a controlling interest in a well-paying iron busi- 
ness. A little daughter by: his first wife has stood 
by him through all his vieissitudes, and has lis- 
tened time after time to the details of the most 
repulsive charges. 


WINDOW-GLASS WORKERS.

MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION AT PITTS- 
BURG—WAGES TO BE LOWERED. 

PrrrspurG, Penn., July 10.—The annual 
convention of the Window-glass Workers’ Associ- 
ation of the United States and Canada began its 
session this morning in this city. Sixty delegates, 
representing 89 glass factories, were present. The 
convention will be in session two or three days. 
None but délegates are admitted to the meetings, 
and none of these will say anything concerning 
the‘nature of the business to be:transacted. It is 
known, however, that the quegtion of wages for 
the year beginning Sept. 1, when work will be re- 
sumed in ail window-glass factories of the 
country. will be consitered, and it Is feared 
that the action taken by the convention 
will result in a __ strike. A prominent 
reanufacturer said to-day: “The new tariff cut 
dewn the profits on window-giass about 10 per 
cent.,and manufactarers bave been doing busi- 
ness ata loss all this year. One million boxes of 
giass were imported Jast year, which is 200,000 more 
boxes than were ever imported in a similar period 
pefore. This shows that we are not abre to make 
giass as cheaply as foreigners. Their No. 3 wiass 
they declare is equal to our No. 2. As we cannot 
pay the present wages, there will have to be a re- 
duction, and if there isthere will be a fight agaiust 
it. Tie manufacturers do not know when tlie 
workmen will be ready to meet them, but they do 
not intend to be caught napping. The men usu- 
ally put off the meeting until just about the time 


factories are ready to start up, and then they have 


us at adisadvantaze. This year we do not propose 
to‘ have enything of that kind. We haveappointed 
a conference committee to meet the workmen. 
and will inasist on knowing what wages they want 
betore the close of this month.”

THE RECENT LALD FAILURE. 


COMMENTS OF THE CHICAGO ‘‘ TRIDUNE’’ ON 
THE SITUATION, 

Cuicaco, July 10.—The 7ribune to-morrow 
editorially says: “ No mere blunder, commercial 
or otherwise, could entail euch wide-spread disas- 
ter in two hemispheres as has followed the collapse 
of the lard corner in this eity. The act must take 
high rank amovg the crimes which are committed 
against society. Human greed, seeking riches 
through the means of ar unnatural inflation of 
prices, has entailed severe loss upon hundreds di- 
rectly and on ecores of thousands indirectly. It led 
toa blocking up of the channels of trade, toa 
forced preduction of material, and fostered a per- 
version of commercial ethics, the last being not 
least among the evila which followed in the train 
of the movement. 

** It will be well for the great commercial publie, 
to say nothing of the still greater world of von- 
sumers, if the climax of suffering due to the per- 
petration of this great wrong has been reached. 
There is no certainty that such point has been 
passed yet, although there be rvowm for hope that 
the worst is over. The decline since May 8, only 
two months ago, averages 34 per eent. on pork, 28 
per cent. on lard, and 8044 per vent. in the price of 
meats, the average being almost exactly a loss of 
$1 out of every $3, besides the cost of carrying the 
property for two months and other expenses inci- 
dental to the trade. Such an extensive shrinkage 
is soldom paralieled in the history of speculation in 
produce.”’

FRANCE DETERMINED TO WAGE 

WAR JN ANNAM. 

THE REGENT DECLARED TO BE AN ENEMY 
—FRIENDLY RELATIONS TO BE MAIN- 
TAINED WITH CHINA. 

Sarcon, July 10.—The Regent of Annam, 
Tuduc, has been seriously ill. Four thousand 
‘black flags” are menacing Namdinh. Ten 
thousand are concentrating at Sontai, where 
they are intrenching. The French transport 
Annamite started for Haiphong on Sunday. 
The Mytho will sail to-morrow. Capt. Ker- 
garadec has been appointed French Consul at 
Bangkok. 

Paris, July 10.—Intelligence from Hue, 
the capital of Annam, says that the French 
Consul! at that place has been insulted and at- 
tacked on a public street. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day, M.Chal- 
lemel-Lacour, Minister of Foreign Affairs, re- 
plying to questions, said that the French force 
in Tonquin was sufficient for any opposition it 
was likely to encounter. In the event of 
unexpected difficulties during the Parliamen- 
tary recess, the Government would imme- 
diately convoke the Chambers.‘ M. Challemel- 
Lacour continued: ‘It is now evident 
that Tuduc is France’s enemy. There 
is no longer any question of negotiating 
with him. France must now resort to 
fighting. M. Harmand, the French Civil Com- 
missioner in Tonquin, will recommence treat- 


ing as soon as possible after the opposition to 
France has been subdued. Franee will occupy 
only the Tonquin delta. She has no inten- 
tion of conquering Annam. The reports of 
Chinese aggression ‘are unfounded. I am 
able to state that cific relations will 
be maintained with China. France's pol- 
icy is to insure respect for her treaties, 
Cbina at first objected to the occupation 
of Tonquin, but after the Hanoi affair 
ske recognized France’s right to chastise Tu- 
duc. The Marquis Tseng, the Chinese Ambas- 
sador, did not deny the possibility of an 
re between France and China. 
In the last interyiews between M. Tricou, 
the French Ambassador at Shanghai, and 
Li Hung Chang, the Chinese commander, the 
latter adopted a conciliatory attitude. Li 
Hung Chang left Shanghai on July 4 for 
Tientsin. But China’s objections will not 
stop the course of France, who is power- 
ful enough to execute her projects in 
regard to Tonquin without raging war with 
China, France demands of China not to 
embarrass her action. She proposes sub- 
sequently to conclude a convention with 
China, with the view of insuring respect 
for their respective frontiers. If China, 
contrary to indications, should follow disas- 
trous advice, the Chamber will not hesitate 
energetically to defend the interests of the 
country.’ M. Pavol de Cassagnac made a vio- 
lent attack upon the Government. He called 
Prime Minister Ferry the worst of cowards 
anda liar. M. de Cassagnac was censured for 
his language, and was ordered to be excluded 
from the house for a fortnight. An order of 
the day expressing confidence i the firm and 
pradent policy of tbe Government was 
adopted by a vote of 371 to 82.

SHUTTING OUT AMERICAN CATTLE. 
THE BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS VOTES TO 
PREVENT IMPORTATIONS. 

Lonpon, July 10.—In the House of Com- 
mons, to-night, Mr. Henry Chaplin, Conserva- 
tive, member for Mid-Linconshire, moved that 
in view of the prevaience of the foot and 
mouth disease the importation of live cattle 
should not in future be permitted from 
countries whose preventive laws or the 
sanitary condition of whose cattle did not af- 
ford reasonable security against the extension 
of the disease. He argued that the disease 
did not prevail in Scandinavia and Brit 


ish North America, and that these‘coun- 
trios afforded a large supply. ‘The mo- 
tion, he said, would interfere with only 
4 ver cent. of the total meat supply. ‘The loss 
of cattle by disease had in a few years amount- 
ed to millions. One of the best means of in- 
suring a meat supply was to eucourage home 
produetion. Great Britain could not long 
rely upon America for meat, as the rapid in- 
crease of the latter’s population was causing 
the exportable surplus to become less daily. 
Mr. Mundella opposed the motion. He said 
that one-sixth of the cattle and meat supplied 
to Great Britain was foreign. The adoption 
of the motion would, he continued, cause 
enormous loss to the consumer. Mr, J. G. Dod- 
son, member for Scarborough, said the motion 
meant the abselute probibition of the importa- 
tion of live stock. The Government was un- 
able to agree thereto, but would assent to the 
appointment of a select committee to inquire 
into the question of the foot and mouth dis- 
ease, An amendment in favor of such a select 
committee was, however, negatived and Mr. 
Chaplain’s motion sabsequently carried by a 
vote of 200 against 192; the members of the 
Government voting with the minority.

from Herr von Schloever, the Prussian repre- 
sentative at the Vatican, who is expected here 
toward the end of the present month. The 
fevling here against the Vatican is so strong 
that the possibility of a rupture of relations is 
being considered. 

It is stated that Bishop Kupp, of Fuida, has 
been designated for Archbishop of Posen. It 
is doubtfal whether Cardinal Ledochowski 
will consent to resign the Archbishopric.

THE CHOLERA IN THE EAST. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 10.—At Mansurah yes- 
terday there were 87 deaths from cholera, at 
Samanoud 17 deaths, and at Shirbin 2 deaths, 
Fifty Europeans have died at Damietta from 
cbolera since the outbreak of the disease there, 
At Damietta to-day 49 deaths occurred from 
cholera and at Mansurah 101.

WESTERN CROP PROSPZOTS. 


GLOOMY REPORTS FROM THE RED RIVER 
VALLEY—OUTLOOK ELSEWHERE. ) 
St. Pavut, July 10.—A Minneapolis reporter, 
writes that ull advices received there from the Red, 
River Valley are of the gloomiest nature. The. 
latest reports show that the wheat there is heading. 
out in a feeble way on straw not over a feot high,‘ 
giving promise of a meagre crop of rejeeted grade! 
in this far-famed valley. The section sufferingt 
most from lack of rain is vast in extent, embrac-! 
ing, as these reports show, allof Northern Minne-; 
sota and Daketa and the valleys of the Jim, Red, 
and Goose Rivers. 
A capitalist who recently visited the Jim River’ 
Valley with the intention of erecting a system of 


elevators along the new railroad line, has returned’ 
after a careful survey of the valley, proneuncing* 
the crop prospects so bad as to make the in- 

ception of such an_ enterprise foolhardy 

in the extreme. Other men who visited parts 

of Dakota with the same intent are said, 
to have backed out in disgust, dec’aring that the. 
crop will not be large enough to use the capaeity 

of the elevator aystems now in opevation. The 

dry section embraces practically ajl of the in- 

creased acreage in Minnesota and much of that of 

Dakota, so that good judges think it unwise to, 
count on any increase of the erop of 1883 over that 

of 1882 in Minnesota and Dakota. 


SPRINGFIELD, July 10.—The State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has received full returns from °* 
all the counties of the State of the condition vf 
Winter Wheat on July 1. These show little im-- 
provement over the returns for the three pro- 
ceding months. The reports indicate that the crop 
of Winter wheat in [Hinois will not exceod 16,000,000 
bushels, or 32,000,000 bushels less than the yield of 
1882. The condition of Winter wheat in the north- 
ern counties was.5 per eent. better on July 1 thana 
month previous, and gave prospect of 87 percent. 
of ab average crop. In.the central counties the 
yiela will be less than two-thirds of an average crop. 
The most discouraging reports come from the. 
southern portion of the State, whieh usually pro- 
duces the bulk of the crop and now nrormises less 
than half a crop, or 64 per cent. less than last year’s . 
yield. It is quite unusnal to have, less than the 
average yield per acre in any of’ the southern 
counties. 

CHIcaGo, July 10.—The Farmers’ Review, 
in its issue to-morrow, will publish an exhaustive 
report on the condition of the crops, based on re- 
turos from over 1,000 points in the West and North- 
west. A gereral change for the better in all the 
crop prospects has taken place daring the past two 
weeks, owing to the cessation of rains and the ad- 
yent of hot weather. Last week‘the two combined. 
served to brisg forward the, late corn and 
push on Spring wheat and oat. The weather 
has been very fine for the early Winter wheat har- 
vest, and the crop is now going‘ into stock. The 
Spring whevt and oats erops are: unusually prom- 
ising, and are both now nearly assured. It is be- 
lieved that the corn crop is rapieily coming up to 
its condition in 1882. ' 

Yankton, Dakota, July 10.—A haul-storm 
to-day destroyed 5.000 acres of growing crops in 
Bon Homme and Hutebinson Counties.

THE COMING FIGHT IN OHIO 


<n dahilpebagdoe 
A REVIEW OF 1HE ISSUES IN 1H 
PENDING CAMPAIGN. 

THE COMPLICATIONS CREATED BY THE Li 
QUOR QUESTION, AROUND WHICH THI 
REAL BATTLE WiLL CENTRE. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 10.—The politi 
cal situation in Ohio has so far developed itself 
that one is justified in following its outline 
wite some degree of exactness, and in explain 
ing the quality and force of the various ele 
ments that are at work toward the final resul{ 
in October. The character of the present com 
test is in some respects so totally unlike any: 
thing seen here before that there is small data 
upou which to base prophecy. While the po- 
sition and intentions of the politicians are 
readilv apparent, it is quite too early to read 

with any degree of exactness the temper o/ 

the people. The result in Ohio becomes finally 

a matter of moral bias, and the class that gives 

the decision by its presence at the polls or its 

absence therefrom, has not yet given clear evi/ 
dence of its intention. 

In the first place, as to Judge Hoadly. He 
has already stamped his personality on the 


campaign in such a manner that he is reco 
nized as the leader as well as the stand 
bearer of his party. He has developed remark 
ably as a politician, and has given such evi 
dence of nerve and grit as to warn the mak 
contents that they can expect. only war on tha 
raising of rebellion. Naturally, this has had 4 
wholesome effect in the line of ———_ in t 
ranks. The politicians feel that if J 
wins they are safer on his side than against 
him, while if he fails im this test year af power 
there will be little hope for any of them for 
the next decade. The contest for the nom< 
ination was close, the convention stormy, 
and naturally some bitter things w 
said, but aitera tew days of thought and 
knowledge that in all the trouble Hoadly 

said and done nothing that could be 
against bim personally, the objectors dwind 
down wonderfully and tne party practically 
wheeled into line, Of course, there are Vemo- 
erats who oppose Hoadly,: but they are not 
one-tenth the number of those who bolted Mr., 
Bookwalter. The most notable instance so 
far developed is that of Allen W. Thurman, al 
political light-weight who has small mental or 
moral force, and whose efforts are somewh 
diminished by the faet that his distin, 

father has given in a formal adherence to thea 
ticket. Gen. Ward and a few of his immedi- 
ate followers aredisgruntied, and will give but 
an outward fealty to the cause, but their pres- 
ence will be hardly missed, and the only re« 
sult of their course will be to place the seal oni 
the already dead Senatorial hopes to which 
Ward gave life during the bitterness of hig 
convention speech. 

A confessioa of the truth, therefore, makes 
Judge Hoadly the nominee of his party in am 
unusual meaning of the word, and such oppo- 
sition as now exists will decrease as the 
warmth of the party spirit begins to permeate 
the masses. Hoadly has set out to make a 
brilliant campaign, to force the ing from 
the start, and to show the world that ail these

to deny him. Hischief danger is in the saying 
of too much, and the contest isso close that 
some unlucky phrase may be used to his seri- 
ous disadvantage, as was the case with Judge 
West in 1877. He has a lawyer’s tongue, 
and is liable to look more to the immediate 
panel before him in the stating of his case 
than to that larger jury which must eventu- 
ally review and decide. No attempt has been 
made to injure his character or misread his 
career, and the only charge dug out of the 
past against him is that he changed his 
Delitics to suit bis moods, and that his presenta- 
tion of the Cronin case found no support in the 
Electoral Commission. ‘he ek -made on. 
him becanse of his alleged infidelity bas fallen 
flat, and can bearno reg. to his disadvan he 
It has been shown thaf he is a member of a 
Unitarian Church, and no one denies that he 
is a moral man—and in the temper of the 
religious world to-day little heed will be paid 
to an attack that can say nothing worse of a 
man than that he has advanced beyond Cal- 
vinism and dogmatism. Hoadly says that 
he is not an infidel, and his presence in a 
church that confesses a supreme God gives 
color enough to his statement to ward off 
attack from that direction. So it may be 
set down that no considerable body of men 
will refuse to vote for Hoadly on religious 
grounds, 

In the matter of personality and command, 
the Democratic leader has an advantage over 
his opponent. Judge Foraker from the start 
labored under the disadvantage of appearing 
as the selection of certain party leaders, rather 
tban of the natural impulse of the party, and 
the ——— part in party management 
which Gov. Foster will be compelled to assume 
by his membership of the State Executive 
Committee and_ by his persoaal necessity of 
carrying the Legislature will compel him, 
however unwiliingly, to bear the brunt of the 
real party leadership. Foraker’s youth, inex- 
perience in — eomparative lack of means, 
and the conditions surrounding his nomination, 
do not push him ahead into the ful! activity of 
the fight, and such progress as he can make in 
gaining the admiration of the masses 
will come despite these disadvantages. 
So much of him as has yet been 
learned by the public has been to prove bim 
an able, high-minded, and clean-handed man, 
who deserves well of his State, andi whose ad- 
ministration, it he is eleeted, would be able 
and incorrupt. One thing is already settled, 
as to the character of the present campaign. 
There will be little mud-throwing at candi- 
dates, and although the struggle may be in- 
tense the whole contest will be carried on 
from a higher plane then has been the case in 
many years of the past. The real fight will 
centre around the hquor question, and all oth- 
er issues are being dwarted by the shadow of 
the Scott Taxation law, and the questions of 
future legislative procedure that it invoives, 
The result depends largely upon the settle- 
ment of several questions, any of which would 
be difficult to auswer to-day. 

1. What portion of the German vote that 
went over to the Democratic side on the pas- 
sageof the Pound and Smith laws will be satis- 
fied that the Republican Party, in the passage 
of the Scott law, bas settled upon a policy of 
judicious taxation, as against the suppression 
of what they call ** personal liberty,” end will 
return to the Republican ranks; and how 
many of them through anger and from fear 
will still remain with the bemocrats, to whom 
by belief in most things they do not belong? 

2. How many of the saioon-keepers who for- 
merly voted tne Republican ticket can be per- 
suaded that they have at last a proper license 
law, which gives them a standing in law that 
they did not have bhefore,,with consequent pro- 
tection, in payment of a small annual sum, 
and will show their gratitude to the Repubii- 
cans who passed the law by returning to the 
party support ¢ 

3. How many Republican temperance men 
will be led away from their party by the nom- 
ination of a Prohibition political tieket, and 
how many will prefer to vote their usual way, 
and at the same time give a vote for practical 
prohibition by voting against legislative con- 
trol and for the prohibition amendment ? 

4. How many country voters, especially on 
the Reserve, wili show their lack of interest in 
the course of present politics by remaining at 
bome on election day, and how many will be 
brought out solely to vote for the probibition 
amendment? 

5. How mary Republicans, because of dis- 
satisfaction with the national Administration, 
distaste of star route and other political thiev- 
ing, and disgust at party machine manage- 
ment, will vote the Democratic ticket simply 
because they are in favor of a change ? 

The man who can correct!y answer all these 

uestions bas some right to announce how 

hio will go next Fal), If he cannot answer 
them his only safety is in silence. It is settled 
that neither side is to win by the mere force ot 
the situation. Great work is to be done on each 
side, and the two State Committees have been 
organized to that end. Money is to be used 
en both sides, although it will be done in un- 
usual quietness. The Presidential question 
and the Senatorial succession wil! have an in- 
fluence in the underground movements, al- - 
though not in a controlling degree. The great 
aim of the Democrats will be to get as many 
Republican votes as possible, and of the Re- 
publicans to prevent desertions to the Demo- 
crats on one hand and to the Prohibitionists 
on the other,

The track, however, was very 
heavy from the rains of the preceding day, and the 
horses labored very bard in their efforts for vic- 
tory, It was another bad day for the favorites, as 
only two of them won, and of the six raves the 
‘representatives from Brighton Beach captured 
three. The firat race—a dash of a mile and a fur- 
long~ was won by Haledon, which was supple- 
mented by a victory for Mr. Withers’s filly Eccola 
in the valuable July Stakes for 2-year olds, which 
had a dozen starters. Then followed the Mon- 
mouth Oaks for 38-year-old fillies, and Miss Wood- 
fotd ran clear away from her two competitors, 
The handicap, one mile and three furlongs, was 
wou by Volusia, while Clara B. won the selling 
race and Baily the hurdle handieap. The starting 
was very bad.

THE WRECK Of 1H#. ASHUELOT 


AND 1TS8 CAUSE. 

HOW TBE SHIP WAS CAST AWAY—HER COM- 
MANDER DISMI8SED FROM THE NAVAL 
SERVICE. 

W ASHINGTON, July 10.—The findings of the 

Naval Court appointed to inguire into the loss of 


the United States ship Ashuelot have reached the 


Navy Department. The following is a statement 
of the facts in the case as developed by the Investl- 
gation: 

The Ashuelot was gotten under way in the 
harber of Amoy, China, at about 2 P. M. Feu. 17, 
1883, bound to Swatow. Having cleared the harbor, 
when about four miles off Chapel Island, target 
practice was had, after which, about 6 P. M., the 
Navigator, Lieut. Wyckoff, took the departure o 
Chapel Island onthe starboard beam, and about 
two miles distant. The course was set at south-west 
three-eigbths south, which was held until about 
8:15 P. M.. when Commander Mullan came on 
deck and, at the request of Lieut. Wyckoff, allowed 
the vessel to be srlowed to one bell and hatied off 
to south-west one-half south, to give the Brothers’ 
Rocks a gfeater clearance. ‘Ihe Commander and 
the navigator then went into the chart-room to- 
gether, and there the latter plotted on the chart 
the course and distance run and that to bé run dur- 
ing the night. Lieut. Wyckoff then indioated the po- 
sition that the ship would beinat 4A. M. if allowed 
to run at a uniform speed of five knota per hour un- 
ti] that Hour, thus allowing a dunger distance of 20 
knots from the Lamock Rocks. The Commander 
failed to give, in his night orders, issued for the 
guidsnee of the offieers of the deck, any definite 
instructions as to the speed to be maintained, say- 
lng only that the _ would be under one bell, 
and in a conference with the chief engineer, Mr. 
Entwistle, agreed that 10 revolutions would be 
a fair one-bell speed. This number of turns 
would, Mr. Entwistle says, give the ship 
a speed of from six and a half to seven knots 
per hour. At about 1 A. M. the conrse was 
changed, in accordance with the night orders, to 
West south-west one-quarter west, thus heading 
the ship almost direct for the Lamock Rocks. This, 
ig connection with the fact, that she was allowed 
to over-run the speed agreed upon, caused the loss 
of the vessel. Naval Cadet L. H. Wright was in 
charge of the deck from 12to4 A. M., under the 
supervision of the executive officer from 12 to 2, 
and ef the Commander from 2 to 4, It having been 
directed by tie department that the cadets sbonld 
be given an opportunity to learn their profession 
under the supervision of the older officers. Lieut. 
Hotenkin took charge of the deck at 4A. M., al- 
Most immediately after which she struck. 

The night was dark and foggy, and it had been 
agreed between the Commander and the navigator 
that at 4A. M.., if it still continued thick, the ship 
should be run off to the westward, but if it had 
panes up they would run her in between the 

amock and Times Rock. and hence to Swatow. 
At 4 A.M. the navigator came on deck, hav- 
ing left ofders to be called at that time, 
and meeting the Commander in the chart- 
room said: “Good morning, it is still foggy, 
Sir, and we must put her off.’ The Commander 
returned the greeting and said: ‘What are you 
doing up here? I did not intend to call you until 5 
o'clock." Just then land was reported on the star- 
board bow and the helm was put hard a-starboard, 
and the ship stopped, too late, however, as she 
struck a rock under the starboard bilge, abreast 
the fore rigging, afterward ascertained to be one 
of the Sun Rocks. A!! hands were called 
to save ship and efforts were made to 
that end, bnt were soon found to be 
ineffectual, and were given up at about 4:30, when 
all hands were called to abandon theship. The 
boats were lowered and efforts were made to save 
allof the crew, but the steam Jauneh, one of the 
largest boats, was uncontrollable, not being ready 
for steaming as is chstomary at sea. and be- 
ing rigged with four oars only. Lieut. Iver- 
sen, the executive officer, who seems to have 
been the nian of the occasien, took the 
gig and endeavored to tow the steam launch 
alongside, but failed on account of the 
strong current, and had to cut her adrift. He then 

ulled back in the eig under the stern and was just 
ntime to save Commander Mullan, Cadet Web- 
ster, and some of the men who were stil! on bvard. 
At this time the sailing launch and the cutters had 
their full quota of men and officers, and were lay- 
ing off awaiting instructions. When the Com- 
mander left the ship there were still about 14 per- 
sons on board, and at a muster held subsequent- 
ly it was found that 11 enlisted men were still 
missing. Nuval Cadet Webster was the last of- 
ficer to leave the ship, following the Commander 
into the giv, and to him and Assistant Engineer 
Picksell, who jumped from the gaugway but a 
moment before, as well as the men of the en- 
gineer's force, who were on the watch bélow, 
great credit ts due for the way In which they stuck 
to their stations until they received permission to 
come up from below, when the vessel was on the 
point of going down. 

Commander Mullan was tried upon three 
oharges—drunkenness on duty, improperly hazard- 
ing the vessel under hie command, and in conse- 
quence of which she was run upon a :ock and lost, 
and neglect of duty. Under the first charge there 
were two specifications, the first covering the time 
from 10 A. M. to 2 P. M. on Feb. 17, and the second 
from 2 P. M. of the 17th to 4A. M. of tne 18th. 
Both of these were fuily substantiated. Aa, al- 
though not absolutely under the influence of liquor 
when the ship struck, it wa» clearly shown that he 
was still suffering from the effects of it. The specifi- 
eation of the second charge dealt with the matter 
of allowing the vessel to run on an unsafe 
course, and this, too, was proved under the third 
charge, there were three specifications, the first 
treating of the failure to limit the speed as agreed 
npon, the second with neglect to take soundings as 
required by paragraph 145, section 4, chapter 5, of 
the navy regulations, or to endeavor to aseertain 
the currents, and the third with the failure to see 
the order to abandon the ship properiy carried 
out and leaving the ship himseif without 
first ascertaining whether all of the c-ew 
bad gotten off, whereby 11 of the men were lost. 
The essential part of these three specifications was 
found proved, except as to that portion of the 
third which alleges that the loss of life was due to 
the Commander's neglect and leaving the ship, the 
court apparently being of the opinion that while 
hie leaving as he did in violation of paragraph 133, 
section 4, chapter 5. of the navy regulations, 
which requires the Commander to be the last to 
abandon his ship in cave ot accident,was highly im- 
proper; that his remaining would have result- 
ed only in his loss, and not in #aving the men. 
Commanaer Mullan was found guilty of all three 
of the charges and sentenced to dismissal, which 
sentence has been confirmed by the President. 
Lieut. Wyckoff was tried for neglect of duty, but 
was fully acquitted, Passed Assistant Engineers 
Entwistle cod Leitch were found guilty of neglect 
of duty in not seeing their men up from below 
before leaving the shiv themselves, and were 
sentenced, the former to suspension from duty for 
one year, and the latter to be publicly reprimanded 
by the Secretary of the Navy. One of the firemen 
who had.so nobly stuck to his post answered with 
somé indignation when asked “ When and how 
¢@id you leave the ship?” “I ¢@id not leave her at 
all; she left me.”

DHATH FROM HYDROPHOBIA. 


FATAL RESULT OF THE SCRATCH OF A OaT 
ON A FORT HAMILTON BOY. 

Peter J. Byrnes, a lad of 16, died of bydro- 
Phobia, at Fort Hamilton, at 4 o’¢lock yesterday 
afternooon. About six weeks ago Byrnes 
was scratched by a cat over the left eye 
and on the back of the neck, .and was 
slightly cut. The cat at the same time seratched 
a boy named Despard, aged 10 years. Byrnes lived 
with Mrs. Despard, and was a bright, intelligent 
youth. The cat was killed, and nothing further 
Was thought of the matter until Friday last. 
On the evening of that day Byrnes and the boy 
Despard were playing in a hammock in the 
yard of the house when Byrhes fell out 
of the hammock. He immediately became 
dizzy. He soon recovered, but complained of pains 
in the throat and jaws, and as night advanced he 


became delirious and violent, and had to 
be subdued by force. On Saturday Dr. De 
Mond was calied in and ‘treated the sufferer 
for hydrophobia. On Monday morning Post 
Surgeon Vollum Was called in consultation by 
Dr. De Mund, and he also pronounced the 
case one of hydrophobia. A Tiss reporter 
visited Fort Hamilton last evening, bat was 
unable to see Dr. De Mund. He found Dr. 
Vollam, however, at home, and that gen- 
tleman, said that thé rumor that hydro- 
phobia could be caused by a eut from 
the claws of a cat was ridiculous) It was, how- 
ever, a real case of hydrophobia, and from what 
he had heard he believed that the cat which at- 
tacked the boys had had a ficht with a rabid dog, 
and that he carried off some of the virus from the 
dog in bis claws. Dr. Vollum said: 

“When I, with Dr. De Mand, saw the pa- 
tient on Monday morning, we found a fully ex- 
pressed and characteristic case of hydrophobia. 
Being in little doubt about the nature 
of the case, we presented water to|the boy and 
asked him to drink, and the offering of the glass 
with the water threw his muscular sys- 
tem into violent spasms. His neok and 
cheeks were knotted and contorted by muscular 
contraction. This was repeated whenever water 
was presented all day on Monday. In med- 
ical books I have read of a remedy for 
hydrophobia which I was, anxious to 
try. and I at once sent to New-York 
for the drug, but valuable time was lost before [ 
could get it. The drug is called Curare, or the 
South American arrow poison. It is a remedy 
which holds out more hope of a cure than any other 
which has ever been Lr at One-tenth of a 
grain administered hypodermically quickiy sub- 
dued all muscular spasms and convulsions, and in- 
duced a quiet repose of the whole system, 
which lasted all through Monday night. He 
Was unabie to eat or partake of food of any kind 
by the mouth, and for the 24 hours before his death 
his nourishment was blood and milk, adminis- 
tered byenema. He died about 4 o'clock from 
exhaustion induced by the terrific struggles 
through which he passed before he received the 
quieting influence of the curare,. beside the absence 
of nourishment during the whole attack. The be- 
nign and happy influence of curare in subduing 
the terrible spasms and convulsions may be 
likened to the Influence of chloroform in abolish- 
ing the agonies that attend surgical operations.” 

Dr. Vollum regretted that he had not seen the boy 
in the early stage of the disease, as he had ereat 
faith In the efficacy of the drug, though he 
had not himself seen any ease which was 
treated by fhe curare, but many success- 
ful cases had béen reported in the books, 
The boy Despard has shown no symptems of the 
disease, but in order that he should not witness 
the sufferings of his playmate Byrnes, he was 
sent to friends ic Newark, N. J.

A CIRCUS DRIVER MURDERED. 


CLUBBED AND THROWN FROM A TRAIN BY 
THREE COMRADES. 

MIDDLETOWN, Conn., July 10.—A farm 
laborer, while going to his work on Saturday morn- 
ing, found the body of a man lying across 
the railroad traek near Newfield. His face 
was crushed #0 that it had almost 
lost its semblance to a human countenance, blood 
was oozing from a deep, broad gash at the 


base of the sknil behind the left ear, his 
tight arm was broken. and his body was 
covered with bruises. He was carried to a 
neighboring house and De. Burr was sent for, who 
gave bim some stimulants and restored him to 
consciousness. When he had so far recovered 
as to be able to talk he told the dos- 
tor that his name was Frank Vining, 
and his age 23; that his people lived in Portiand, 
Me., and that he had been traveling with Davis's 
On Friday, he and some 
of his comrades got into a dispute about 
the merits and morals of one of the women con- 
nected with the show, and a fight was 
imminent. The trouble was smoothed over, 
but broke out afresh while the show was 
being loaded on cars for Meriden. When the train 
started, Vining and the other parties to 
the quarrel were on the the Jast car with 
a gondola loaded with canvas and poles. The 
three men attacked Vining with a club, and he de- 
fended himself with a similar weapon. He was 
twice knocked down, but regained his feet. 
A blow from behind with an iron-bound stake 
knocked him insensible. and after clubbing him 
until they were t red, the men threw bim from 
the rapidiy moving train. Vining refused 
to tell the names of hig assailants. He 
subsequently died. Mr. Davis, owner of the 
circus, says he knows nothing of Vining and 
had beard nothing of the quarrel. A telegram,.to 
Portland fails to elicit any facts about Vining's 
residence there. The Coroner impaneled a jury 
to-day, but without taking any action the inquest 
was postponed until to-morrow.

OPERATOR WELCH NOT YET ARRESTED— 
JOHN HULL KILLED. 


PLAINVILLE, July 10.—Although the war- 
rant was issued last night for the artest of Charles 
W. Weich, the telegraph operator at this station, 
through whose carelessness a frightful railread ac- 
cident took place, the officers failed to take the 
young man into custody. This morning he was 


missing, and nobody has any clue to bis wherea- 
route. Under the laws of Connecticut of 1873 any 
employe of a railroad corporation who causes the 
death of any person on the road by negli- 
gence may be punished by imprisonment for 
a term not exceeding 10 yeats. The ques- 
tion has been raised whether Welch was an 
employe of the railroad company or of the Weust- 
ern Union Telegraph Company. At the office of the 
railroad in Hartford it was stated that Welch 
was anemploye of thatcompany. His friends de- 
ny this, declaring that he was employed by the 
telegraph company, and pAld by that company. 

Charles W. Church, the express messenger, 
who was picked up near the wreck to ail ap- 
pearanees dead, has revived, and the docters 
now hope to save him. Great crowds visited 
the seene of the accident. Among those who 
started from Plainville this afternoon was 
Jobn Hull, a well-known resident of this 
place. He was within sight of the 
wreck when the 8:40 passenger train from Plain- 
ville ¢ashed around the curve and rushed upon 
him before there was an opportunity to give saffi- 
cient warning or reverse the engine. Struck ly 
the cow-catcher, he was thrown a long distance 
and killed instantly.

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS, 

HuNTINGDON, Penn., July 10.—A freight 
train was wrecked by the breaking of an axle 
wh ch oecurred on the Pennsylvania Railroad at 
Union Furnace, 12 miles west of this place, at 5 
o’cloek this morning. Twenty-four cars were 
thrown from the track and piled on top of each 
other. Grain, coal, lumber, and other articles were 
strewn along the road for a considerable distanee. 
One of che brakemen had his legs so badly crushed 


as to render their amputation necessary. Passen- 
ger trainsin both directions were delayed for hours. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 10.—A special to the 
Constitution from McRae reports a terrible casualty 
on Dodge’s narrow gauge road, in Dodge County. 
A train of cars going at full speed ran into » burn- 
ing trestie over Horse Creek. The engine got 
safely onthe other side, but four ears fell down 
the breken trestle and were burredup. Three 
men were burned to death—Grice Kellum, William 
King, and one unknown. Ten men were severely 
bruised and burned before they could extricate 
themselves. Some of them may die. Engineer 
Johnston, who was seriously wounded, jumped 
from his engine, The trestle was set on fire by de- 
signing persons.

CONTRACTORS’ METHODS IN WORK 
ON PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

THE CHARGES AGAINST BARTLETT, ROD- 
BINS & CO. DENIED BY A MEMBER OF 
THE FIRM. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.--Before the Hill in- 
Vestigating committee this morning, Mr. Cole- 
man presented some additional vouchers in Bart- 
lett, Robbins & Co.’s ease. In explanation of his 
offer he said that the vouchers showed that Bart- 
lett, Hayward & Co. had prepared the plans and 
specifications for heating apparatus for the Cus- 
tom-houses at St. Louis and Chicago, for 
whioh they were paid $4,800 for each build- 
ing. The ground plans were prepared by the 
Supervising Architect. The firm was afterward 
awarded contracts for supplying the heating ap- 
Paratus at Chicago for $94,000, and at St. Louis for 
$146,000. In this way they became the Superin- 
tendents of theirown work. Francis L. Morrison, 
a steam fitter of this city, testified that he had 
worked for Bartlett, Hayward & Co. in the Treas- 
ury building in this city during 1880-81. ‘Vvhe work- 
men received §2 per day, and the helpers 
$1 25; signed no pay rolls. The prosecution 


announced that they had closed ’o far as Bartlett, 
Robbins & Co.'s cate was concerned, and Mr. 
Thomas began the presentation of the case for the 
defense by calling E. L. Bartlett, of Baltimore. Mr. 
Bartlett testified that the firm of Bartlett, Hayward 
& C., succeeded the firm of Bartlett, Robbins & 
Co., and was composed of David L. Bartlett, Ed- 
ward L. Bartlett, and Thomas L. Hayward. Wit- 
ness cme into the firm in 1880. Prior to that date 
had been business manager of the concern. Several! 
bills were presented to the witness, who said that 
he made them up from data furnished by the 
time-keeper and foreman, and that the tiate- 
rial was furnished as charged in the bills. 
Wherever possibie the material used in the extra 
work upon the New-York Post Office was charged 
for at the contract rates, which were just and rea- 
sonable. The firm had had dealings with the 
Governmnt for many years. . 

Mr. Thomas— Mr. Bartlett,have Bartlett, Robbins 
& Co. ever paid to Mr. Hill, directly or inairectiy, 
any Day Or percentage for settling these oxtra bills 
since he has béen Supervising Architect ? 

Mr. Coleman—I object to the question as leading. 

Mr. Thomas—Does the gentleman consent to 
withdraw any imputation or eharge that Mr. Hill 
has been bribed by Bartlett, Robbins & Co. ? 

Mr. Coleman—The gentleman has my free con- 
= to proceed with thé examination of his wit- 

ess, 

After a wrangle over the form of the question, 
Mr. Thomas was allowed to ask: ‘‘ What have you 
to say about any eorfuptive connection between 
Mr. Hili and Bartlett, Robbins & Co. *” 

The Witness—There was no cortuption between 
them in any shape or form. 

_—Charges have been made that Bartlett, 
Robbins & Co. have bden unauly favored by Mr. 
Hill. What do you know about it? A.—I don’t 
know where we have beén favored in any par- 
ticular. We have pursued no course toward him 
in obtaining contracts that we did not pursue to- 
ward the world. 

In regard to the allegations of excessive charges 
in refitting ‘rafters in tne New-York Poat Office, 
the witness said that the’ bill had §been made up 
from data furnished by Mr. Evans, the foreman of 
the firm, and not from his (the witness’s) own 
knowledge.

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IMPROVED CROP PROSPECTS. 
THE JULY REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—the July report of 
the Department of Agriculture indicates very gen- 
eral improvement in the condition of cotton. Rains 
were general up to June 15 or 20, and local showers 
have been frequent since. There has been an ex- 
cess of moisture, interfering with cultivation and 
promoting the growth of grass. Clean fields are 
found only in favored districts and on lands of 
prompt and pushing cultivators. Since June 20 
growth has been rapid. In grassy districts 
the piants are still small, but healthy, and 
are making great progress with recent cultiva- 
tion. The only complaint of drought comes 


from Central and South-western Texas, from 
the Colorado to the Guadaloupe. A few coun- 
ties in South Carolina and Georgia report a 
present need of rain. Recent distribution of moist- 
ure has heen quite unequal. Adams County, Miss., 
has bad showers daily for five weeks, and Pike 
County for six to eight weeks. The general 
average of condition hss advanced from 86 
to 90. Last July there was an improvement 
of 8 points, from 89 to . Returns of 
July since 1870 have indicated hizher condi- 
tion thanin June, exeept in 1871, 1878, and 1879. 
The Spring weather was tvo variable in temper- 
ature and moisture, as it usually has been in 
former years, for the highest condition of the plant. 
The only retrograde is reported for Arttansas, 
where a loss of 3 points is made from excessive 
rain, cool nights, and injuries from chinch-bugs, 
red ants, and rust. There is a promise of improve- 
ment during July. A gain of 10 points has been 
made in the northern zone, North Carolina, 
and Teénnesseé; 7 in Georgia, 6 in South 
Carolina, 4 in Texas, 8 in Mississippi, 2 
in Virginia, and 1 in Florida. Alabama 
and Louisiana stand as in Jane. ‘The July State 
averages are as follows: Virginia, 88; North 
Carolina, 91; South Carolina, 91; Georgia, 93; 
Florida, 95: Alabama, 87; Mississippi, 89; Lou- 
isiana, 91; Texas, 93; Arkansas, 84; Tennessee, && 
Worms have wrought little injary as yet. The cat- 
erpillar has appeared ata few points fram South 
Carolina to Texas. In Butler, Ala, the second 
brood of worms appeared June 20. The doll-worm 
is at workin Denton County. Texas. Picking will 
begin in South-western Texas about July 20. 

There has been some improvement in Winter 
wheat in Conneeticut, New-York, Virgiula, South 
Carolina, Texas, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri, Kansas, and California, whieh advances 
the general average condition from 75 to 79. The 
spring wheat average has advaneed from 98 to 100, 
The indications of July point toa Winter wheat 
crop of fully 300,000,000 bushels and a prodact of 
about 125,000,000 bushels of Spring wheat. 

The area of the corncrop has beén increased 
about 2,500,000 acres, making the aggregate about 
68,000,000 acres. There has been some extension 
of area in nearly every State. The proportion of 
increase is large in the North-west and South-west. 
On the coast, from Virginia tothe Mississippi, the 
advanee has been small. In some places the re- 
duction of price from enlargement of supply last 
year had a discouraging eflect. There has been 
too much rain the great Western maize districts 
and failure of standsfrom planting poor seed, 
making the crop late and growth small, but 
improvement has of late been rapid. Taking all 
the States together, the average for corn is 88, 
against 85 last July, 90 im 1881, and 100 In 1880. 
The averages of the prineipal States ate as fol- 
lows: New-York, 84; rag tae 89; Ohio, 83; 
Michiga 1, 73; Indiana, 90; Illinois, 82; Iowa, 80; 
suseccur, 82: Kansas, 98: Nebraska, 8&7; Dakota, 
78. <lu the South averages range trom 90 in Ten- 
nessee to 108 in Louisiana. 

The prospect for oats is nearly as good as tn 
July of last year, the average being 99 against 103. 

The condition of barley is represénted by 97; 
last July, 96. The average in New-York is 108; in 
Pennsylvania, 91; Wisoonsin, 102; California, 90, 

There lias been an inorease of about 5 per cent. 
inthe area planted in Northern potatoes, They 
are reported in high condition, averaging 101. 

The area of tobacco sppeers to have been dimin- 
ished 7 per cent.; condition, 95.

THE BRONZE TABLET PRESENTED BY THE 
GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC.

Army of the Republic, have arrived here, bearing

TRYING TC KILL A FOREMAN. 
Boston, July '10.—A ‘deliberate attempt 
to murder J. Johnson, foreman of the ste- 
reotyping-room of the Boston Heraid, was 
made « to-night., About 10 o'clock, as . Mr. 
Johnson was ascending’ the stairs “ from 


the press-room to Williams Court, he was assaulted 
by a person in hiding bebind a closed half of the 
last door. He was knocked down and pounded 
on the head with what is supposed to 
have been an_ iron. bar. The. weapon 
however, has not been found. Mr. Johnson re- 
ceived four ghastly wounds on the head, and 
has been taken to the City Hospital in @ 
very low condition. David Flannery, night 
engineer in the press-room, who acted strangely 
after the assault, has been arrested. Three news- 
boys, who are detained as witnesses, saw the 
whole affair from the top of the stairs and identified 
Flannery as the man who committed the assault. 
They say they saw Flannery hiding behind the door 
lying in wait; that he struck Johnson as soon a$ 
he appeared; that the first blow knocked 
Johnson down, and that the others were 
{inflicted while he lay prostrate. Flannery, 
they say. endeavored to closs the door 
to shut himself and Johnson in, but the latter's 
foot was in the way. He then flung the door back 
and ran down into the press-room. . Mr. Johnson 
identified Flannery at the police station as the 
man who struck him, but Flannery strenuoasly de- 
nied thecharge. Tbe victim knows no motive for 
the assault and has never had trouble with Flan- 


nery.

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IN HONOR OF AUBER 


AIS STATUE PLACED IN THE 
SQUARE AT CAEN. 

A DISCUSSION OF FRENCH TASTE FOR MUSIC 
—WHAT I8 ACCOMPLISHED IN MUSIC AT 
PARIS—THE LATEST COMIC OPERA, 

Paris, June 27.—The heart of Caen’s 
population has felt a jry throb; all its men, 
women, and children turned out last Sunday 
to witness the unveiling of the statue of their 
illustrious feliow-citizen, the most Ulustrious 
rellow-citizen whom they have any gocd right 

9 claim, es, though they do boast a good deal 

about William the Conqueror, that great fili- 

buster was not born within their walls, but at 

a little village of tho Falai’e, where his mam- 

ma tended chickens apd washed dishes at 

what in those days was a hotel. Yet there 
can be no doubt that Auber was a child of 

Caen, and a very poor child, too, when he left 

bis native hearth to seek fortune in Paris. The 

future and now defunct member of the Insti- 
tute left Caen in sabots, and he has returned 
there in marble, on a magnificent pedestal, 
seated on as luxurious an arm-chair as 

a marble arm-chair can be made to look. 

The sculptor, whose work was one of the best 

things of last year’s Salon, wanted to repre- 

sent Auber in that species of bathing-gown 
known as a toga, with a wreath of bay leaves 
on his brow. But the Fine Arte Commissioner, 
who gaye the contract, explained that the 

Caenites would not understand togas and bay- 

leaves, not being in gonerai of a classical turn, 

and therefore Auber is presented in another 
form, not allegorical. He appears in a swal- 
low-tail coat, with a stiff collar embroidered 


with palm-leaves, a constellation of stars and 
medals on his breast, like the banner of a sing- 
ing society, asword by his side, and in his 
handapen. There was a little disappoint- 
ment experienced by the natives because the 

lm-leaves were not colored green, and the 
embroidery on the coat collar was not gilded, 
but as their deputation which went to request 
the adjunction was scoffed at by the sculptor, 
they were fain to yield, though murmuringly, 
and agreed that it was trés beau, and quite an 
ornament to the square, which bas appeared 
rather forlorn and empty since an iconoclastic 
and radical Town Council took down the effigy 
of Louis XIV. to stow it away in a lumber- 


room.

’ still, exception made, as above stated, to the 


non-coloring and non-gilding of the palm- 
leaves and the collar embroidery, this monu- 
ment, ridiculous as _ it to an artist. 
represents to the dazzled eyes of his 
compatriots the living image of those 
ehildren of their city who are said ‘‘to 
bave arrived,” and willserve as an example 
to future generations. Just about contempo- 
raneously with this musical solemnity French 
musical critics were terribly exercised by the 
appearance-of an article in which Mr. Mel- 
bourne, an Englishman, ventured to assert 
that Frenchmen, as a class, do not really care 
for music, In point of fact, the Briton is not 
far wrong, but it is not exactly a Briton who 
ought to sneer at the absence of genuine 
musical sentiment in France. Years ago there 
was a very popular chansonnette sung, always 
with great applause, by, { think. Levasseur 
et the Palais Royal Theatre, and after- 
ward by Levasseur’s imitators, in Paris- 
ian café conce called the ‘‘ Melomaniac 
Englishman.” I do not know whether Mr. 
nibearas does or does not write for London 
eoncert cafés, but, set to music and 
keeping the text with the indication “‘ spok- 
en, his prose would make up a 
very funny comic ballad which the public 
could not but applaud, under the designation 
ofthe “ melopbobie Frenchman,” as a pena- 
ant to tke other thing oe could be 
happier. lf anItalian ora German had tormu- 
lated Mr. Melbourne’s reproach I could have 
understood it, and the French might have felt 
hurt. But supposing, as Victor Hugo main- 
tains, that genuine music only dates from the 
sixteenth century, if you begin with Palestrina 
and end with Wagner, passing on the way 
through Bach, Mozart, Beethoven, Rossini, 
Verdi, Meyerbeer, we find only foreign names 
at the head of those great revolutions which 
form the history of symphonic and dramatic 
music. Save Campra, Rameau, Lesueur, 
Felicien David, Berlioz, and afew other com- 
rs of less celebrity, the greatest names 
long to Italians and Germans. True, Italians 
and rmans are equally foreigners in Mr. 
Melbourne’s opinion, but there is one thing 
which he entirely overlooks; there is a vast 
difference between England and France in 
their respective relations with these foreign- 
ers; neither Italians nor Germans have ever 
dreamed of composing anything for the Lon- 
don stage. Never did Rossini or Meyerbeer 
or Verdior any other foreigner write a chef 
d’ceuvre for an English theatre. Yet France 
bas been so honored; France does not compose 
anything of value, but other nations compose 
for her; she bas not given birth to melody, 
but maestri of every nationality consent to 
speak her language and to seek from her the 
supreme consecration of their genius, 

Mr. Melbourne had written that the 
French do not appreciate music he would be 
right in the main, but he overshoots the mark in 
writing that the French are indifferent to 

usic and utterly destitute of musical taste. 
his charge is ill-timed and strange at this 
articular moment, when from the highest to 
he lowest rung of the social ladder the most 
earnest efforts are being made to organize a 
taste for music, The French caro nothing for 
music, is the cry beyond the Channel! In my 
opinion the French care too mych for music, 
as to amania for musical propagandism may 
be attributed the growing neglect of dramatic 
art, which is essentially a French art. From 
the concerts at the Conservatory down to the 
most modest choral societies and provincial 
brass bands, there is not one class of society 
which cannot enjoy all the musical satisfac- 
tions reclaimed by its artistic cravings. For 
the delicate and refined dilettanti the first 
named offer attractions unique in the world. 
They are tiresome and monotonousto many, 
and yet such is the rush to get there that not 
one-third—I might safely say one-tenth—of 
applicants for tickets can be accommodated, 
and if Mr. Melbourne would pay a visit 
to the institutions directed by M. Olonna and 
M. Pasdeloup and M. Bronstot, he could 
see for himself that their halls, every Sunday 
afternoon from 2 to 5, are crammed as uone of 
the churches ever are, even at Eastertime. If 
France is not musical], or at least does not try 
to appear musical, then France is neither 
Catholic nor churehgoing. And after the con- 
certs of symphonic music, look at the lyric 
theatres and judge how France must hold 
them in horror by the inscriptions on her 
yearly budget, where they are endowed as is 
no other art! Five hundred and sixty-cight 
thousand francs are the appropriation for the 
ear 1884 to the National Conservatory of 
usie and Declamation, while to the National 
School of Fine Arts only 330,000f. are allotted. 
But, it may be objected, those 568,000f. are to 
be divided between Thalia, Melpomene, ‘!erp- 
sichore, and Euterpe. Very true: but the first 
three ladies are the humble handmaidens of 
the muse who presides over crotchets, quavers, 
and their interpretation. There ure some six 
classes for tragedy and comedy, and two for 
choreography, whereas there are 50 for 
the piano, solfeegis, harmony, counterpoint, 
fugue, clarionets, violins, hautboys, trumpets, 
the opera, the opera comique, &c., 

Music is mistress in the establishment of the 
Faubourg Poissonitre; she got the lion’s share 
of the appropriation and her tributaries else- 
where do not fare il], as you can see from these 
figures, which show what an unmusical nation 
does to discourage music:

and July. Itis not high-toned art, I will ad- 
mit, cacophony is its rule rather than ite ex- 
ception, and I would travel a long way not to 
listen to its performances ; but it cannot be de- 
nied that only in this manner rural popula- 
tions obtain some initiation to artistic life. 
In short, the whole country is marvelously 
provided with everything that can satisfy and 
develop its taste for music, and yet, while some 
Frenchmen complain with reason that music 
istoo much favored by the appropriation of 
national funds to its support, a jig dancer of 
Albion exclaims, ‘‘ Those people don’t care for 
music!’ What, I ask, would be the conse- 
quence, if they dia care for it# 

I wish Mr. Melbourne could have seen the 
audience at the Salle Favart on nt iengs # he 
might have changed his mind and have admit- 
ted not only that Frenchmen care for music, 
but that there are instances where they are 
positively capable of distinguishing between 
bad and good music. Except when Mile, Van 
Zandt sings, or a star like Mile, Nevada makes 
its début, I shun the Opera Cogmigue and its 
melomaniacs, who can estimate to within the 
fifteenth part of a millimétre the distance be- 
tween the note as emitted bv an artist and the 
note as inscribed on the score by a com- 
poser. But M. Carvalho produced two 
new things on Friday, and as now and 
then during the so-called dead season com- 
positions are received from _ beginners 
which are ever so much better than those 
signed by old stagers who have the monopoly 
ot his stage when ‘* tout Paris’ bas not gone 
into the country, { derogated and went and 
acquired the conviction that everybody there 
was of one mind in pronouncing ‘* Mathias 
Corvin” the most detestable comic opera in 
one act ever inflicted upon an ill-used public. 
MM. Paul Milliet and Jules Sevallois are re- 
sponsible for the libretto of this atrocity, 
but on M. Jules Ferry’s shoulders must 
rest the responsibility of introducing its 
music he _ — = is only 
pardonable for so doing on the supposi- 
tion that he wanted to show that, if 
French maestri are wretched, Hungarian 
maestri, as represented by M. de Bertha, who 
hails from somewhere near Buda-Pesth or 
Temeswar, are worse, with which remark 1 
shall finish what [ have to say about the lyric 
of which the son of the Véivode of Transyl- 
yania is made the hero, But M, Carvalho’s 
choice was happier in the second item of his 
evening's programme; the ‘ Portrait,” words 
by MM. urencin and Jules Adonis, music 
by M. Theodore de Lajarte, the erudite libra- . 
pe of the Opera, is one of the cleverest buf- 
fooneries ever put upon the stage, and as irre- 
sistibly gay as it was pronounced to be 80 
years ago, when M. Dieu Ja Foy brought it 
out at the Thé&tre Louvois in the shape of a 
three-act comedy, entitled the ‘‘ Portrait of 
Cervantes.” lt is an old piece, you see, but 
good wine keeps, and it bids fair to become 
as much of a favorite now as when it 
provoked by its popularity, in 1802, the ire 
of the then prince of critics, Geoffroy, who 
saw in the “applause wasted on a mere pas- 
uinade’’.a sign of the “approaching deca- 
ency of the repertory of Moli¢re.” Now, the 

* Portrait de Cervantes” never had the pre- 
tension to dethrone the “ Bourgeois Gentil- 
homme,” but it pleased and drew 81 yearsago, 
and, resurrected and arranged to music now, it 
looks very much as though it would keep its 
place among the standard * musicalities’’ of 
the Opera Comique. The plot is laid in Spain, 
the classic land of amorous adventures, Al- 
caldes, corregidors, and HKartholos. Girallos, 
the painter, bas a niece, Anita, who, being 
young and lovely, has hosts of suitors, among 
whom are specially distinguished Prince Tor- 
mand, who does not want to marry her, and 
Don Ottavio, the Alcalde’s son, who does. The 
rivals, accompanied by their valets, meet and 
are about to fight in the artist’s studio, when 
Girollos and the Alcalde enter. Cervantes bas 
just died, and the two old gentlemen arein the 
midst of a lively discussion as to the ways and 
means of paistiog a portrait of the immortal 
Miguel, of whom none authentic are in exist- 
ence, and finally agree that only one plan is 
feasible; Girolios shall steal the body of the 
dead poet from the convent where it lies in 
state, and promise the Prior t6 bring it back 
again in time for the funeral. From behind 
the curtains, where they are concealed, Ot- 
tavio and Fernando surprise the secret and 
determine to turn it to their own advantace. 
Each has the same idea; each will get his ser- 
vant to personate the corpse and have himself 
carried as such to the atelier. ‘* Happy 
thought,” or words to that effect, sing the 
rivals in a very pretty duo of “ asides.’’ The 
wee PY thought’ is put into practice, but, 
unluckily the two bodies are brought in at 
precisely the same moment and Girollos 1s 
puzzled; could Cervantes have _ died 
twice ?,he asks himself; and, while he is try- 
ing to work out the conundrum, the 
models get frightened and run away in their 
shrouds, to the infinite astonishment of the 
poor painter, who awakens therefrom to learn 
that the Prince has carried off bis niece, at 
which he is heart-broken and offers her hand 
to whomsoever will chastise the ravisher. 
Naturally, Uttavio is to the fore; he had in- 
tended to do the very same thing, and, lying 
in wait outside for a convenient opportunity, 
pounces upon Fernando and saves his vic- 
tim, for which he is becomingly rewarded. 
Two or three of the situations are irresist- 
ibly funny, though they do not ap- 
pear especially original to the present 
generation of play-goers, for whose benefit 
they have been served up by modern play- 
wrights, who often win much kudos by adap- 
tations of the conceits of their predecessors, of 
whom they do nut poruple 00 borrow ideas, 
The piece is full of drollery, but the chief 
merit of the “‘ Portrait’’ lies in its score, which 
is bright and lively, without pretension or 
affectation, and admirably ‘ orchestrated,” 
scientifically, yet nbt with pedantism, It is 
alittle gem which richly deserves a place in 
the Opera Comique’s repertory. 

Apropos of “gems,” Sarah Bernhardt. 
whose latest sobriquet is ‘‘ bijou de fan- 
taisie,” after a long and painful neglect by the 

ress, has managed to get herself once more 
nto print, Sarah is on a tour and at the 
same time on the rampage, She is starring the 
provinces with a ‘scratch pack” of artists, 
and was reaping laurels everywhere, until in 
an evil hour she lighted on Montpellier, a 
city of which the population is noted as ob- 
streperous and demonstrative. Sarah played 
Fedora like an angel, and then tried play 
her celebrated ‘* Pierrot” pantomine, and was 
so hissed and hooted that the curtain fell in 
the middle of the first act, after which the 
audience adjourned to the stage doors in rear 
and escorted the “ bijou’’ to her hotel with an 
egg uccompaniment as energetic as the cucum- 
ber episode of Odessa.

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THE FORSYTH WINS THE CUP. 


YESTERDAY'S RACE OF THE CAT-BOATS OF 
THE JERSEY CITY YACHT CLUB. 

The cat-boate in the Jersey City Yacht Club 
had a race yesterday for the Commodore's Cup. 
The trophy was presented by Commodore Roome, 
and cost $100. Out of the 11 boats entered for the 
race, only three started. These were the Annie 
Forsyth, 17 feet 744 inches long, owned by Alexan- 
der Forsyth; the Rosie H., 18 feet 6 inches, owned 
b7 Henry C. Post, and the Fay, 20 feet 2/4 inehes, 


ewned by Vice-Commodore F. C. Brouwer-Ancher. 
The three boats get in line and started rt tie sig- 
nal at 10:14 o'clock, The eourse was to and around 
the Robbin’s Reef buoy and a stake-boat anchored 
off the club house in Communipaw Bay, twice, the 
distence thus covered being 16 miles. There was 
no breeze at the start, and the tide was just set- 
ting in at the food. The Fay kept wo far 
to the right, and after bumping over sub- 
merged rocks for some distance, aropped down 
the Bay farinthe wake of the other craft. The 
Captain said be was ‘takin’ soundings.” After 
returning to the stake-boat therefore the Fay 
dropped her sail and cameto anchor. It was adrift- 
ing race down to the buoy, but after the two re- 
maining boa‘ts had rounded the stake-boat the first 
time a light breeze sprang up and quick- 
ened the time somewhat. There was no time 
allowance, and the Forsyth, the smaliect 
boat in the fleet, won the eup. She

THE FISHERY INDUSTRIES. 


PROF. G. BROWN GOODE’S PAPER BEFORE 
THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 


Ata conference of the international fish- 
erles, held June 25 at London, Prof. G. Brown 
Goode, Assistant Director of the United States 
National Museum and Commissioner of the Inter- 
national Fisheries, gave a review of the fishery in- 
dustries of this country. Mr. Goode’s introduc- 
tion was as follows: 


The narratives of Columbus and the early ex- 
plorers are filled with tales of the num'er and the 
diversity of the fishes in the seas and rivers of the 
West. European fishermen, Basque, Norman, Eng- 
lish, Spanish, and Poartuguese, followed in the 
wake of discovery, and 25 years after the land- 
ing of Columbus the crews of ‘50 vessels 
were plying thelr handlines over the shoals 
of the “* New-found-land.”” English mariners, how- 
ever, were accustomed (to resort to the 
cod-banks of Jceland as early asthe time of 
Henry IV., (1400-1413,) and to them, at least, the 
yoyage to the new grounds, a few scores of leagues 
further from home, was not a particularly remark- 
able act of enterprise or daring. The fishermen 
soon extended their voyages to the region now 
known as New-England. Gosnold, in 1602, de- 
clared that about Cape Cod, from March to May, 
there was “ better fishing. and in as great plenty, 
as in Newfoundiand."’ while his companion, Brere- 
ton, predicted that “forasmuch as merchants are 
diligent inquisitors after gains, tney will soon re- 
move their trade from Newfoundland. The 
first American colony, planted at James- 
town in 1609, owed its permanenve chiefly 
to the abundance of fish and oysters in 
the adjacent rivers. Its founder, Capt. 
John Smith, was the pioneer of the American 
fish+ ries. and in his writings devotes many pages 
to the discussion of the methods by which they 
should be carried on. He was a practical fisher- 
man, for his vessel in 1614 took 47,000 fish off the 
cvast of Maine. He realized thoroughly the value 
of his spoils. “And tsit not pretty spurt,’ wrote 
he, ‘to haul up twopence, sixpence, and twelve- 

ence as fast as you can hale and veare a line? 
ie is a very bad fisher cannot kill in one day 
with his hooke and line, 100, 200, or 300 oods.” 
The colonists whom he planted on the shores 
of the Chesapeake have handed his precepts 
faithfully down to their descendants, who are to- 
day hauling pence up out of the water faster than 
their forefathers ever learned todo. The fisheries 
of the Chesapeake region yielded in 1880 a product 
valued at nearly $8,500,000. The Massachusetts 
colonies were founded with still more special ref- 
erence to the fisheries. Weare told in Winslow's 
* Briete Narrative of the True Grounds and Causes 
of the First Planting of New-England,”’ + that 
when the Puritans sent agents from Leyden 
to King James to gain his consent to their 
going to America, the King at once asked 
“ what profit might arise.” They answered in a 
single word, * Fishing.” ‘So God have my sou!,” 
remarked the King, **’tis an honest trade; 'twas 
tho Apostles’ own calling.” The Pilgrims sought 
out a place for their settlement which “ seemed to 
offer some adyantages both for whale and cod 
tishery,” and for two years were sustained in 
their struggle for food ehi-fiy by the fish which 
they canght in their slight nets and the 
molinsks which they dug upon the shores. 
They soon received better fishing appliances from 
England, and at theclose of the third Summer 
(1624) they sent home a ship Jaden with fish, cured 
with salt of their own manufacture. Before the 
middle of the century there was a considerable 
fleet of ketches, barks, and snows, and at its close 
Massachusetts was exporting annually to thesouth 
of Europe about 100,000 quintals of dried codfish, 
of the value of $400,000. A century later, at the 
beginning of the Revolutionary war, the New- 
England fishing fleet numbered 665 vessels, with 
crews numbering 4,405 men. The fisheries of 
the United States are to-day controlled by the 
descendants in the eighth and ninth generations of 
those hardy colonists from the southern coasis of 
Great Britain, and the greater number of the 
largest vessels are manned by men of English 
blood. Our fishing ports are known by such 
famous English names as Gloucester, Boston, Port- 
Jand, New-Haven, Fairhaven, Dover. Norfolk, 
Norwalk, Truro, Barnstable, Chatham, Tiverton, 
Yarmouth, and Harwich, New-Bedford, New- 
Shoreham, and New-London. Our fishes are 
known by familiar English names, and old English 
words, long abandoned in the British Isles, still 
survive in the dialect of our fisher-folk. It is not 
pe ON et then, that the United States, 
established so long ago as colonies of Eng- 
land, upon a foundation in which the 
fisheries were so closely concerned, should, 
for the first time taking part in a British interna- 
tiona! exhibition, select the occasion of an exhibi- 
tion of the fisheries. The progress of our fisheries 
for the first 200 years was comparatively slow and 
their bistory is monotonous. Little interest was 
manifested and little was known about them by 
Dersons not directly concerned, and their develop- 
ment was not proportionate to that of agriculture, 
mining, or theindustrial arts. The cod fishery, the 
whale fishery, the mackerel, the shad and alewife, 
and the oyster fisheries were carried on in 1860 much 
in the same manner as at the beginning of the cen- 
tury, and their products were prepared and sent to 
marketin accordance with the methods not es- 
sentially unlike those in use among the earliest 
fishermen of the colonies. The war of the rebel- 
lion (1861-5) was a serious Interruption to all mari- 
time industries, but since its close, and particularly 
within the past decade, the fisheries have increased 
in extent and value to a degree without parallel in 
their previous history. The census of 1870 indi- 
cated their value to be about $11,000,000. This was 
an under-estimate, but at the time was accepted 
without challenge or criticism. The eensus taken 
l0 years laterrecorded a value of $44,546,000, and 
their product in 1883 is at least 24 per cent. greater. 
the value of the various products being fixed at 
the lowest prices paid “at firat hand,” or to 
the fishermen. A fair estimate at wholesale mar- 
ket rates, rather than upon the census basis of fish- 
ermen's prices, would at the present time probably 
be above, rather than below, the sum of $100,000,- 
000, This rapid increase is due to a number of 
eauses which are mentioned here in the order of 
their sequence in time rather than in that of thelr 
relative importance: 1, The extension of rail- 
ways into every part of nearly every one of the 
2,200 counties of our 44 States and Territories, and 
the consequent lessening of the cost of the deliv- 
ery of food produets at a distance, has had its in- 
fluences. Fresh sea-fish are now sold in cities a 
thousand or more miles from the sea at prices 
lower than that of beef or mutton. Within three 

ears the fish production of the Guif of Mexico 
as been doubled at least by the improvements in 
the transportation systems of the Lower Mississippi 
Valley. 2. Still more important has been the 
general adoption of selentific methods of 
reparation and transportation. Great freez- 
ng-houses have been built on the great 
lakes, on the Pacific coast, and in the cities 
of the Fast, and refrigerator cars are running upon 
all the trunk lines of railway. Columbia ealmon, 
lake white-fish, cod, bass, Spanish mackerel, and 
other choice fishes are frozen stiff and packed up 
in heaps like cordwood. and can be had at 
any season ofthe year. Refrigerator cars carry un- 
frozen fish from sea and lake inland. Smelts and 
trout, packed in snow in the North, are received in 
New-York by the car-load daily throughout the 
Winter. Halibut are bronght from the distant 
oceanic banks in refrigerators built in the holds of 
the vessels, and 12,000,000 to 14,000.000 pounds are 
distributed, packed in ice, to the cities of the 
interior. Baltimore, from September to April, 
sends special trains laden with Chesapeake oysters, 
daily, into the West,.and this mollusk is a food 
for all classes, not a luxury, even beyond the Mis- 
siseippl. 

Mr. Goode’s Ciseourse was exhaustive, covering 
the whole ground of fish-eatohing and fish culture.

ONLY THRBE WEEKS OUT OF JAIL 

Joseph Nimo, who is in charge of the eleva- 
tor at No. 24 State-street, saw a man prowling 
around the ground floor of that building Monday 
afternoon, and, after watching him for some time, 
saw him attempt to open the daor of an office. As 
several complaints have lately been made by occu- 
pants of this building of losses, presumably by 
sneak-thieves, Nimo had the man arrested. The 
policeman recognized the man asan ex-convict 
named Joseph Hayden, alias Kruhn, who was 
sentenced toa year in the penitentiary by Judge 
Gildersleeve a year ago on a similar charge. In 
the prisoner's pockets were found several skeleton 
keys and achisel. He told Justice Smith, in the 
Tombs Police Court, yesterday, that he did not 
know the keys in his possession were skeleton 
keys, but that he used them in his own house. Jus- 
tice Smith held him for trial in default of $1,000. 
Hayden bas been in prison three times on similar 
charges. Athis trial at the Court of General Ses- 
sions last year, when found ceuilty he begged the 
Judge not to send him to State prison, as he had 
been there before and said his treatment while 
there was brutal. He was sent to the penitentiary 
on Blackwell's Island and he was released three 
weeks ago.

SALVATION SOLDIERSIN TROUBLE. 


CAPT. HUNTER AND PRIVATE M’MULLIN AR- 
RESTED IN NEW-HAVEN. 


Bripceport, July 10.—A thousand people 
oheered Capt. Hunter and Private McMullin, of 
the Salvation Army, as they walked down Fair- 
field-avenue to-night in the custody of police- 
men, and the hallelujah lass walked by their 
side and rent the air with her mournful, far-reach- 
ing soprano voice. The trouble for which these la- 
borers in the vineyard had been arrested occurred 
at the meeting on Fairfield-avenue. The army 
have been carrying on an aggressive warfare 
lately, and with each succeeding meeting the noise 
from their tambourines, drums, and voices has be- 


come louder and louder. Many of the people who 
live near the place where the meetings are beld 
have eompiained to the police. To-night, taking 
advantage of the sudden fall in temperatpre, the 
army conducted its campaign with unusnal 
vigor. There were twice as many drum 
solos, and the perspiration dropped from 
the end of Capt. unter’s nose as he 
pea the drum-sticks. The volces of the Halle- 
ujah lass and (Private MecMullin were 
never in better trim, and the hymns 
sung to the tunes of “Patience” could 
be heard several biocks away. Capt. Hunter 
exhorted with the industry of aside-show director. 
The hubbub was really unbearable, and 
the, policeman on duty suggested to the Cap- 
tain that the same effeet might be produced 
by more moderate efforts. The Captain roughly 
pushed him aside and bade him not interrupt the 
work of the army. The policeman was persistent, 
but calm, and the Captain was aggressive and ex- 
cited. He declaredthat the noise should not be 
abated one note. 

‘* If you are not more orderly I will arrest you,” 
said the policeman. 

“ Yes, J expect you will,” retorted the Captain,

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, slightly warmer, fair 
weather, winds generally from south-east to 
wuth-west, stationary or lower barometer. 


Our readers will find in our Cleveland 
dispatch this morning a very candid and 
careful statement of the political situation 
in Ohio. It is evident that the politicians 
who, like Senator SazRMAN, profess to be 
confident of a decided and sure victory for 
the Republicans in that-State are either 
ignorant of the singularly complex condi- 
tions existing or they are ‘“‘bluffing.”” The 
result is exceedingly uncertain, and will 
prebably remain so to the last moment. 
The simple truth is that the Republicans 
have taken a sound and honorable position 
on the most-important question of the can- 
vass, that of the liquor traffic, and have 
placed in.nomination an-able and upright, 
but not a specially streng, candidate. The 
Democrats have adroitly avoided a distinct 
policy on this question, and have named a 
wery able and shrewd and ambitious man as 
their leader. On national questions neither 
party has ventured to be independent of the 
prevailing protectionist sentiment of the 
State, and few-votes will be cast with refer- 
ence to these questions. It will be a close 
contest, and is likely to be less significant— 
unless there be an unexpectedly sweeping 
majority one way or the other—than is 
generally anticipated. 


The dealers in farm and dairy products, 
having been active and useful in the re- © 
cent movement for burying the trade 
dollar, met yesterday and proceeded 
to do -what they could to seeure the 
public against the resurrection of 
that pestilent coin. A terse and pointed 
resolution was passed, protesting against 
the trade dollar being made a legal tender, 
on the very obvious ground that such an act 
would be legislation for the benefit of one 
class at the expense of other classes of citi- 
zens.

Swindling needy pensioners is almost as 
contemptible an act as stealing the pennies 
from a blind man’s hat, but many pension- 
ers know to their sorrow that there are men 
who are willing to make money in that way. 
One of Commissioner DupLry’s own clerks 
has been arrested for swindling of this kind, 
and the confederate who assisted him out- 
side of the office is also held to answer. 
These men bled weary*applicants by pre- 
tending to be able to secure the immediate 
approval of their claims. Those whose 
claims have not yet been allowed should bear 
in mind the Commissioner’s declaration that 
they can secure no advantage in the matter 
of time by paying fees to an agent.

The delegates to the Republican Conven- 
tion which is to be held at Harrisburg, 
Penn., to-day, have gathered without any 
preliminary agreement or understanding 
about the candidates to be nominated. They 
have been fairly chosen in their several 
counties as representatives of the party, 
and no ‘boss’ has attempted to im- 
pose his choice upon them. The old lead- 
ers appear to have their preferences 
as to candidates, but are not agreed 
upon them. This is the result of the lesson 
administered last year, and its consequence 
is that there will be many aspirants in the 
convention for the two nominations to be 
made and perhaps some difficulty in agree- 
ing. The Independents ask nothing for 
themselves but merely demand a good 
ticket, thereby showing their. past 
and present consistency and the hon- 
esty of their motives. Doubtless Quay, 
Macez, and Cooper might control 
the convention and dictate such a ticket 
as PassMorE and Grierson, if they 
would, but the Independents would feel 
perfectly free to reject it and it would be 
defeated. Probably these ‘‘leaders’’ will 
maintain their discreet behavior, and the 
Republicans will go into the canvass united, 
with a good prospect of carrying the elec- 
tion in November. 


The validity of the second tripartite agree- 
ment of the elevated railroad companies 
has never been judicially established, but 
the prospect is that it will be accepted. The 
judgment of Judge Truax, on which it 
rests, was entered upon the consent of all 
the parties to the controversy. A motion 
made in, behalf of the Metropolitan Com- 
pany to set it aside was yesterday denied 
by Judge Freepmay, “in view of all that 
has been done upon the faith of the judg- 
ment and the impossibility of restoring the 
three corporations to the position they re- 
spectively occupied toward each other at the 
time of its entry.”” The public has little in- 
terest in the matter at present, but it is to be 
hoped that the “‘ merger agreement,”’ which 
came later, and has an entirely different 
object, will be subjected to a thorough ju- 
dicial examination before it is accepted as 
valid. 


REFORM IN THIS STATE. 


The chief value, for the present, of the 
civil service act passed by the last Legisla- 
ture of this State lies in the very extensive 
powers of investigation which are placed in 
the hands of the commission. The com- 
mission, it is to be noted, is a strictly impar- 
tial one as far as can be judged by the pre- 
vious record of its members. It consists of 
three genilemen. Two of these, Messrs. 
ScHOONMAKER and RicHMOND, are well- 
known Democrats, prominent in their 
party. The third is Mr. Jomn Jay, 
who has long been an honored mem- 
ber of the Republican Party. The Demo- 
cratic Commissioners gave a prompt and 
significant proof of their own freedom 
from partisan prejudice by choosing Mr. 
Jay as President. The commission has ap- 
pointed as its Chief Examiner Mr. Srias W. 
Burr, lately, Naval Officer at this port, ; 
whose fidelity and skill in the work of ad-’ 
ministrative reform have been acknowledged 
by all best capable of forming a correct 
opinion. The first duty of the commission, 
and that in which it is now engaged, is to 
aid the Governor in the claseification’ which 
he is required to make of the civil service of 
the State prior to Sept. 4. Four months 
later, by Jan. 4, the competitive examina- 
tions for entrance to the State service will 
begin. 

In the meantime, it is the duty of the 
commission to make a careful and diligent 
inguiry into the Stute, county, and munici- 
pal service throughout the State, the muni- 
cipal and county branch of the investiga- 
tion being limited to cities and counties 
having 50,000° inhabitants or over. Of the 
cities there are seven: New-York, Brook- 
lyn, Albany, Troy, Syracuse, Rochester, 
and Buffalo; of the counties there are 
26. The scope of the inquiry is broad, 
but its immediate object is to ascertain 
how reform can be promoted. The 
commission is directed to inquire ‘“im- 
mediately” as to the methods of ap- 
pointment and removal, as to terms of ser- 
vice, duties, and compensation, and as to 
the numbers of ali employes not appointed 
by the Governor or a Mayor or elected by 
the people. It must also inquire ‘‘ whether 
the action of political parties or the public 
acts of official servants are in anywise af- 


| fected, and if so, to what degree,’”’ by the 


present methods of conducting the service. 
It must report whether the public service 
would be improved by the introduction of 
competitive standards and tests, and if so, 
it must define them. It must, moreover, 
report whether there are, in this wide field 
of administration, abuses which can ke 
remedied by legislation. 

It will be seen that the work of the com- 
mission 1s very imporiant. Of course, it is 
also very delicate. Its report will be made 
to the next Legislature. It will be made on 
the eve of a Presidential election in which 
both parties will make a desperate struggle 


for the vete of New-York. It is not impos-' 
sible that one. or even both. of the candidates’ 
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for President may come from this State. 
Whatever thecommission may find to be the 
truth,and whatever it may recommend, it will 
“not ’scape calumny.’’ It will be accused 
of trying to make political capital for one 
party or the other. But there is no reason 
to suppose that it will be guilty of any such 
folly. So far as capital can be made out of 
the exposure of the weakness, greed, and cor- 
ruption of the opposing party, we have no 
doubt that a thorough report will furnish a 
good deal toeach. But there is one party 
that cannot fail to gain decidedly by having 
the whole truth told, and that is the very 
determined, growing, and vigorous party of 
civil service reform, which is made up from 
both the old organizations, and whose mem- 
bers care more for reform than for the success 
of either of these. The work of the commis- 
sion, in the hands of the gentlemen who 
have charge of it, is pretty sure to throw 
light upon the abuses of the general political 
management in the State, and to give defi- 
nite knowledge of the need and the means 
of reform in matters which are now 
the subjects only of vague disgust. 
It will tend, and strongly, to inform the 
public mind and to create a clear and intel- 
ligent standard by which all political parties 
can be judged. This will be of the greatest 
possible value. Those who have given most 
attention to the subject were long since con- 
vinced that reform could not be got through 
any one party, old or new, and they set 
themselves to work to create an active and 
vigilant public opinion which all parties 
would be compelled to respect. The na- 
tional civil service act was the first fruit of 
their efforts; the State law is another, and, 
within its field, not less important. Any 


party tan profit by this steadily strengthen- 
ing reform sentiment by honestly conform- 
ing to its requirements; neither party can 
any longer safely ignore or defy it. 


THE WRONG WAY. 


A delegation of Georgia Republicans is on 
a visit to Washington for the purpose of 
urging the President to remove Gen. Lone- 
sTREET from the office of United States Mar- 
shal for that State. They have no charges 
to make against Gen. LonostREET’s official 
action and no evidence to present that 
he is not performing his duties in a 
faithful and competent manner, but they 
say that the prospects of the party will be 
improved if the change is made. The pros- 
pects of the Republican Party throughout 
the South are continually blighted by 
just such pestilent mischief-makers as 
these Georgia politicians. Gen. Lone- 
STREET is a man of approved ability 
and character. He was one of the 
few prominent Southern men who early 
accepted the political results of the war and 
determined to use his abilities to build up 
anew a national feeling in his section. In 
so doing he incurred the bitter enmity of his 
former associates in the ‘lost cause,’’ but 
they have never been able to bring any ac- 
cusation against his personal integrity. His 
selection for the office he now holds was 
one of the very best Federal appointments 
that have been made in a Southern State in 
recent years. 

Precisely what this delegation of politi- 
cians wishes to accomplish by his removal 
does not appear, but their motives can be 
easily inferred. Gen. LoNGsTREET is too 
large aman and too upright an officer to 
prostitute his position to promote the petty 
schemes of the creatures who play the part 
of Republican managers in his State. He is 
not one of them and they want his office for 
their own use. They are like the managers 
who cover the Republican organization with 
discredit and keep it in a feeble condition 
in other Southern States. These men, either 
deliberately or because they are too mean 
and selfish to know any better, devote 
all their political energies to keeping the 
control of the organization‘in their own, 
hands for the purpose of sharing the Fed- 
eral patronage among themselves. 

We can conceive of no argument that the 
Georgia delegation can use at Washington 
in favor of the removal of LONGSTREET ex- 
cept that if they can have: his office, to- 
gether with other Federal positions in the 
State, they can improve party prospects by 
controlling the conventions that are to 


choose delegates to the national nominating, 


body in a way that shall be pleasing to the 
present Executive. This idea, which irre- 
sistibly suggests itself, brings into jux- 
taposition the two influences which are 
most ruinous to. the Republican Par- 
ty in the Southern States. One of 
these emanates from the local ‘ politicians | 
who seek to control Federal patronage for 
their own gratification, and the other from 
national politicians who wish to treat the 
Southern States as rotten boroughs from 
‘which delegates to the National Convention 
can be secured as the price of the prostitu- 
tion of the public service. We trust that 
President ArrHuR cannot be tempted to 
any such ignoble alliance as is here sug- 
gested. 

The Republican Party might be built up 
in the Southern States, and the President 
might aid effectually in the work. But it 
must be built up, if at all, by the preva- 
lence of its principles, The old sectional 
controversy is fairly out of living politics, 
and old prejudices could be overcome by a 
judicious and enlightened policy. Pestilent 
politicians of the stripe of those now in 
Washington trom Georgia are absolutely 
dependent for their power and influence on 
the Federal Government. If its counte- 
nance and support were withdrawn they 
would sink into insignificance. If in their 
place the ablest and best men who could 
be induced to take office under the Gov- 
ernment ; were recognized and _ encour- 
‘aged and their counsel sought, there 
would be new centres of vitality 
for the Republican Party formed at 
once in that section of the country, and it 
would draw to itself the liberal and inde- 
pendent elements, which would grow rapid- 
jy under the new influence. The Govern- 
ment would win respect and confidence, and 
the merited obloquy which has been brought 
upon the party in the South would cease to 
keep it in a lanquishing condition. It can- 
not hope to make headway among the intel- 
ligent people of those States so long as it is 
ridden by the incubus of corrupt self-seekers 
who care nothing for its principles or its 
policy and strive only to live by sucking the 
vitality from its body. They not only injure 
the party there but they injure it through- 
out the country, and unless they are threwn 
off. the yotes which they can bring to the

National Convention wiil be worthless or 
fatal to the candidate who bargains for them. 


A DELAYED VINDICATION. 


Mr. CHarirs M. Horton, lately ap- 
pointed Internal Revenue Agent by Com- 
missioner Evans, has just cause of com- 
plaint. His treatment by the Commissioner 
is shabby and most intolerable. When Mr. 
Horton’s name was first mentioned as the 
favored candidate for the Commissioner’s 
appointment, there went up an outcry 
among the newspapers, chiefly from New- 
England, where Mr. Horton was well 
known. These malevolent journals printed 
a series of biographical sketches of the 
man of Mr. Evans's choice which 
would have been highly entertaining 
reading to the Commissioner. But as 
Commissioner Evans proudly boasts that he 
reads no newspapers, he failed to receive 
the shock which these biographies would 
have given him. Then came a letter from 
Mr. Soomon Carter, a Boston merchant, 
accusing Horton of bribery and other mis- 
demeanors in office. This being a com- 
munication to the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
and not a ‘‘ newspaper lie,” came under the 
indignant eye of the Commissioner, who said 
that i¢ wasya libel, and that Mr. Carter 
should be compelled to take it all back 
or suffer the consequences. Mr. CaRTER 
has not taken it back. Mr. Evans and Mr. 
Evans's friends rallied as one man to the 
defense of the injured Horton. Horton, 
they said, was one of the purest and best of 
men. The foul tongue of calumny had 
never been wagged against him, and he was 
as spotless as the driven snow. His tra- 
ducers were unworthy to unloose the but- 
tons of his gaiters, and they would be com- 
pelled to lick the dust before him. 


With a malignity which honest Mr. Evans 
has never yet been able to comprehend, an- 
other firm of Boston merchants ianched at 
the devoted head of Horton a second series 
of charges. These, like those of the wicked 
Mr. Carrer, went to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, where the Commissioner, who ha- 
bitually refrains from newspapers, was 
obliged to read them. Then Commission- 
er Evans swore that this thing must 
gop. The blameless Horton should be 
vindicated without delay. Horton had 
been recommended by B. F. Bor- 
LER, the noble and incorruptible Goy- 
ernor of Massachusetts, who employs 
his leisure time in defending the whisky 
thieves to whose prosecution the good Hor- 
Ton is officially devoted. His character is 
necessarily above reproach, but in order to 
silence forever the voice of slander, the 
charges against him must be examined. The 
papers were sent to Mr. Coarues W. Siack, 
the Collector of the Boston district, within 
whose jurisdiction the alleged misdemeanors 
were said te have been committed. Then 
the Commissioner betook himself upon a 
little vacation, wearied with the unexpected 
cares Of office. 

In course of time, Collector SLACK’s re- 
port was sent to Washington, directed ‘‘ per- 
sonally’’to the Commissioner. There lay 
the vindication securely sealed, waiting for 
the Commissioner’s return. Curious clerks 
and messengers fingered it, smelled of it, 
weighed it in their hands as if it had been 
dynamite; and they wondered how much of 
a vindication it would be. Where was the 
Commissioner? Was he chumming for 
blue-fish in the Great South Bay? Cooling 
his fevered brow in the breakers of Long 
Beach? Or attending a camp-meeting at 
Asbury Park? Nobody knew. Yet there 
was Horton’s vindication lying idle and 
hermetically sealed on the official desk, while 
Horton pined unvindicated, and exposed to 
the pitiless blasts of slander sent forth by 
that baleful spirit of sectionalism to which 
he has often and sadly alluded. Some of 
Mr. Evans’a official familiars, being mind-, 
readers, announced, however, that the re- 
port exonerated Horton, and that that 
much-injured gentleman would speedily 
come out with flying colors. 


Commissioner Evans has returned. He has‘ 


opened and read the portentous document. 


He has, with a clouded brow and an angry: 


eye, locked up the report, hard and fast. 


Meanwhile, Horton stands aghast, cry-' 
i Well 


ing: ‘‘ Where is my vindication?”’ 
may he ask if Mr. Evans calls this 
vindicating his friends. Horron stands 


charged with black-mailing a reputable 
firm, with terrorizing merchants, and 
with acting as a ‘‘drummer” for dealers 


in goods over which, as a subordinate 
official, he had supervision. Yet the Com- 
missioner, who was swift and savage to de- 
nounce those who had brought allegations 
against the excellent Horton, and who well- 
nigh melted the telegraph wires with his 
hot denials of everything said to that good 
man’s discredit, calmly puts the vindica- 
tion under lock and key, and says, in 
unswer to impertinent reporters, that “ offi- 
cial reasons forbid him, for the present, 
from saying anything about the substance 
of the report.’’ And is not the long-suffer- 
ing and much-traduced Horton to be vin- 
dicated, after all? What is the good of being 
Mr. Evans’s friend if Mr. Evans’s friend 
cannot be vindicated? lf the Commissioner 


was in hot haste to show the world how: 


good and pure Cuartes M. Horron really 
can be when he gives his whole mind 
to it, why does vindication linger in the 
official desk of the highly and suddenly 
official Commissioner ? 


THE COMING OPERA WAR. 


The philosophic calm with which sundry 
stockholders of the Academy of Music dis- 
course, in another column of this journal; 
upon the prospects of the coming opera sea- 
son is entirely admirable. But it were a 
fond imagination that this serene temper 
will abide even with those who now mani- 
fest it when the opera war, of which the 
first faint mutterings are now heard fitfully 
over the cable, has actually burst upon 
Fifth-avenue and Murray Hill. ~ It would 
be still more idle to hope that this par- 
liamentary tone will be maintained by the 
more sensitive sex, in whose behalf opera- 
houses are really reared and impresarios 
made insolvent. No male lover of music 
who has within the past two years been ruth- 
lessly cut by a young woman for mildly 
expressing the belief that Dr. Damxoscn isa 
better conductor than Mr. Tomas or that Mr. 
Toatas has a better orchestra than Dr. Dam- 
ROSCH Will cherish that wild hallucination. 

And now, to the partisans in muslin who 
aniff the opera battle afar off in the salt 


breeze of Newport or the balsamic air of the 
Catskills, there is added to the fanatical 
partisanship in music which is a function of 
the cultivated female mind a sogial issue 
even more vital. For it is not in the nature 
of tHings that it should be equally glo- 
rious to have a box in the Academy of 
Music and im the Metropolitan Opera-house. 
There must be a shade of inferiority in one 
or the other, which an excited imagination 
converts into a positive social stigma. And 
the part of society is already taken. As 
Patrick Henry remarked upon a much 
less interesting occasion, ‘‘ We have no 
election. If we were base enough to desire 
one, it is now too late.’’ There is no way left 
open for a box-holder in either house to bedge 
except the paltry subterfuge of hiring a 
box in the other by the season. The title 
of no box in either is to be had‘except by 
private bargain and at a tremendous pre- 
mium, and a purchase would be at once an 
act of desertion and a confession of defeat. 
It is not to be supposed that any one of 
what are presumably the proudest families 
of this metropolis would stoop to such 
humiliation. It is at least as safe to 
assume that every New-York family 
desires to own an opera-box as that 
every Englishman wishes to get into 
Parliament. And a box in an unsuccessful 
opera-house is worse than no box at all. It 
keeps the word of promise to the bank ac- 
count but breaks it to the ear. Something 
more than a hundred of our best families 
are therefore irretrievably committed 
to a social war of extermination, a 
war like the feud of the Montagues 
and Capulets, of the Guelphs and 
Ghibellines, of the houses of York and 
Lancaster. For the Academy of Music on the 
one hand, for the Metropolitart Opera house 
on the other, they have pledged to each oth- 
er, again like our Revolutionary fathers, 
‘their fortunes and their sacred honor’’ or 
the social prestige which may be taken to be 
& modern substitute for the same. Far 
be it from us: to forecast the result of 
this battle of the Titans or its course 
further than to predict with confidence that 
it will be a highly interesting row. On the 
one side are a gorgeous new theatre, the mo- 
mentum of attack, the allurement of nov- 
elty. On the other, experience, intrenched 
success, and Parrt. ; 
Curiously enough, in the only city in the 
world, except. New-York, which has found 
it necessary to maintain two houses for the 
performance of grand opera under the same 
conditions, the schism arose over Mme. 
Patti, of whom it has occasionally been re- 
marked that there was but one. In that 
case, however, she was engaged to build up 
the opposition instead of to defend the 
manager in possession, and she accomplished 
her task. The two opera-houses in Paris 
are nota real exception to the rule of one 
grand opera for the reason that the new 
opera is limited by the terms of the subven- 
tion to the production of French works, 
and is therefore debarred alike from 
the standard Italian works and from 
the works of the German invasion. There’ 
is, however, no real reason why New- 
York should not have two operas. The 


| taste for opera grows by what it feeds on, 


and the very fact of competition in the sup- 
ply of amusements as well as in more prosa- 
ic branches of business multiplies the de- 
mand. It is altogether possible that both 
managers may make money. But it is dis- 
tinctly not possible that each of their enter- 
tainments should be exclusively recognized 
as ‘‘ the opera,’’ and itis therefore necessary 
that the social war for which Messrs. ABBEY 
and MAPLEson are laying in ammunition 
should be a war of extermination. 


A NAUGATY GOVERNOR. 
Newspaper readers have not forgotten 
that, some time,in June last, a hullabaloo 
was made in Boston over the loss of two 
appropriation bilis from the Executive office , 


| in the State-house. Honest Gov. BurLerR 


was convinced that some of his wicked foes 
had purloined the bills for the purpose’ 
of getting him into trouble. The miss- 
ing documents have been found. It 
now appears that Gov. Burner took 
them with him into his carriage; 
when .he drove to his apartments at the 
Revere House from the State-house. The 
carriage was sent to MaryNarp’s stable, not 
far from the hotel, where a carriage-cleaner 
found them. Then a small boy known as 


‘« Bruty” picked them-up and carried them , 


to the carriage-maker’s shop in which he 
was employed. Mr. Henry 0. Austin, 
temporarily at work in the place, saw the 
bills, and asked ‘‘Brtty’’ what they 
were. The lad showed AvstTIN one, but 
kept the other. AvusTIN laid the paper 
aside and thought no more of the. matter 
until he saw in the newspapers a discussion 
of the supposed theft of the bills. Then, 
seeing that these were originals, and not 
copies, as he had supposed, he wrote a note 
to the Governor informing him of the find. 
On invitation he called on the Governor, 
was cordially received, and he restored the 
bill in his possession and minutely informed 
the Governor of all the facts, from first to 
last. ‘‘ Bruiy,’’ in the meantime, had given 
the other bill to the Governor, at the Revere 
House. 

What was the course of the honest Gov- 
ernor? Did he sit down and write to the 
Speaker of the House that he had left the 
bills forgetfully in his carriage, and that a 
stable-boy had found them, and that, in due 
course of time, they had been recovered? 
Oh, no; such a simple proceeding would 
not do for Gov. B. F. Burier, who (in his 
mind) moves among plots, counter- plots, mys- 
terious conspiracies,and temptations. Besides 
it would be a confession of fallibility, and 
that would be fatal. So the honest Governor 
wrote a message to the Speaker saying that 
the missing bills had been found, and that 
he had caused ‘‘ an inquiry to be made in an 
endeavor to trace the loss’ of said docu- 
ments. As if struggling with some painful 
mystery, he added: ‘‘I feel certain, so far 
as I have gone, that they {the bills) were 
in some way taken from the Executive 
office, but by whom, how, and when I 
cannot possibly tell.’’ The audacity of this, 
to say nothing of its mendacity, is truly 
Butierian. It was once said of a person 
famed for his slyness that he could not take 
a pinch of snuff without going into a corner 
to doit. Buripr has such an inveterate 
propensity to disguise that he misses no op- 
portunity to hang a mask over the simple 
truth, This time he has over-reached him-. 


self, and Massachusetts people are calling 
him Governor Ananias. 
PLT PEAY EDL STEELS OTIS, 


There may be some bumorous things about 
New-Jersey. but its law is clearly not one of them. 
Ina comparatively recent case an Alderman was 
sent to jall just as any common bank President is 
who porjures or defaults acrossthe Hudson. His 
only offense was that he was a litigious person, to 
wit, a barrator. And yesterday we were told that 
8 lady—at least a person named HarnietT—was ar- 
rested as ‘‘ a common scold” and put under bonds 
for trial. There is no text for jevity in such law as 
that. Anyone who would trifle with such a sub- 
ject would tap the faucet of a dynamo with a 
monkey-wrench or feel the depth of the teeth of a 
buzz-saw with his fingersin business hours. It is 
safe to say that were it possible to import Jersey 
justice there would be an irrepressible popular 
protest against its execution. Doubtless the law 
would apply to scolds in print. and in that case the 
old lady whose objurgations fill the Mercantile 
Announcer would be injdanger. Our honored Alder- 
men would be safe, so far as we know, but the 
gentlemen who conduct the Gotham Aerial Rail- 
way forthe sole benefit of the public might be 
compelled to stop snarling the skein of their law- 
suits and find leisure to improve the transfer sys- 
tem at Chatham-square. And the traders who deal 
80 squarely in food products—that is to say, onthe 
“ corner’’—might be prevented from spreading re- 
ports that the crops are short, or that there are 
bugs in pork and cotton-seed-oll in steam refined 
lard. Briefly, nobody would dare to say or do 
anything to damage or annoy his neighbor. and 
there would be nothing to put in the papers. They 
will make a serious error who olass Jersev law 
with Jersey mud, lightning, and mosquitoes as a fit 
topic for a trivial paragrapher. 
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The lottery companies are fairly truculent. 
They propose to make the Postmaster-General the 
defendant, not the judge; they are going to the 
courts where they can get their rights; they will 
show the impotence of the law, because Congress 
only excluded from the mails letters of “fraudulent” 
lotteries—and more of similar tenor. The learned 
gentlemen, being wise as brave, will not, in good 
faith, do any such thing. They know perteetly 
well that the law does not exclude the letters of 
fraudulent lotteries in those exclusive words, but 
only of such similar enterprises as the Postmaster- 
General, upon evidence satisfactory to him, shall 
decide to be fraudulent. He is the sole judge, for 
this purpose, of the law and the facts, and prudent 
counsel will not kick against such a prick as that. 
Furthermore, they will not press their case before 
the Supreme Court upon its merits. And this only 
partly because it has been already decided that 
their case has no merits. They know that to open 
the question would render them liable to an aitack 
upon their pseudo “legal” existence, and that, 
too, without exeepting the chief offender—the 
Louisiana Lottery Company—in whose legal armor 
there is a not entirely concealed flaw awaiting ex- 
osure.

The names of two men who dwell in the neigh- 
borhood of East Portchester, in Connecticut, just 
beyond the line of Westchester County, should be 
put upon record by the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company. The chief ele- 
ment of heroism is presence of mind. A crowded 
passenger train was approaching the bridge at Cos 
Cob on the evening of July 2 just as a family liv- 
ing near the track were sitting down to dinner.

Grant in 1868 and 1872, Hayes in 1876, and Garfield 
in 1880. 


Miss Anna Smith, the daughter of the late 
Rear-Admiral Joseph Smith, United States Navy, 
“the father of the monitors,” has presented to the 
House of the Good Shepherd, Washington, the ca- 
paeious resideuce and grounds of the late Admiral 
on Ninth-street, just north of K, that city, for a 
reformatory for women.

Princess Victoria, eldest daughter of the 
Grank Duke of Hesse, was recently betrothed to 
her cousin, Primee Louis ef Bathenburg, who isa 
Captain in the Hessian Army and a Lieutenant in 
the British Navy. He served England last Autumn 
in Egypt. It is expected that the betrothal of the 
Grand Dake himself to the Prineess Beatrice will 
soon take place, 

The late Duke di Ripalda has left nearly all 
his property to his natural daughter, Mile. de Cas- 
tro, who is only 19 years old and who is new in a 
convent school at Cologne. His property is valued 
at many millions of dollars. He has bequeathed 
legacies of $10,000 each to the ex-King and ex- 
Queen of Naples. He has also left paintings by 
Raphael and Titian to the King. 


It is proposed toraise a fund for the erec- 
tion of a statue in the town of Walsall to the 
.memory of the late -Sister Dora. The inhabitants 
of the town have already placed a memorial win- 
dow in their parish church. ‘Sister Dora's Life’ 
has been read in many parts of the world, so that 
her histery is very widely known. That is why, it 
is stated, a statue seems to be required now. Any 
one may coatribute to the statue fund. 


Mr. Bruce Joy, the English sculptor, has 
finished the model for a bronze statue of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish. The figure is nearly 11 feet 
high, and represents Lord Frederick with the left 
hand resting on the hip, standing in one of his 
famitiar attitudes. He is dressed in modern cos- 
tume, which is relieved by an Inverness cape 
thrown open in frontand hanging negtigently from 
the shoulders. The likeness is said to be a remark - 
ably successful one. 

A French paper gives some information 
about the submarine cables of the world. Neatly 
all the lines under the sea have been made by Eng- 
lish workmen, bought with English money, and laid 
down by English engineers. The capital of the 
three companies reaching from London to the 
countries of the East represents more than 31,000 
miles of submarine cables. The English companies 
own 18,000 miles, against 10,000 miles owned by 
others of the cables between Europe and America. 
Not more than atenth of the 12,000 miles of cabie 
connecting Europe and Brazil with the West India 
Islands is owned outside of Great Britain. 

The late Edward Fitzgerald had but litile 
fiking for the Northern races and their languages; 
all his sympathies were with the warm and pas- 
sionate South, to which he thought his Irish blood 
made him akin. Calderon and Cervaates were his 
constant eompanions.

pastle of St. Angelo. He feigned madness, was 
berated, and was sent out of the Pontifical States. 
rom that time he devoted himself to antiquarian 
work. Hehbad a profound knowledge of this work, 
pnd his opimion,has carried the greatest weight. He 
was an extreme republican in politics. 
It has been reported that the Shah of Persia 
fe seriously ill. But a correspondent at Teheran 
of one of the French papers states that the Shah 
bas been on a hunting expedition in the mountains 
of Djadjerub and has now gone on a pilgrimage to 
Mesbed. As he is strong enough to stand huating 
pod hard travel, it is not likely that the Persian 
gnonarch is much indisposed. Mesbed is 45 days’ 
march from Teberan, and the Shah has taken with 
him all his household and 18,000 soldiers. The 
Sbah, by the way, has given sanction to the project 
for prolonging the line of railway already opened 
to the Persian Gulf. and this line will extend in an 
easterly direction to the Russian railways recently 
ppened in the Caucasus. It will have its western 
terminus at Enzeli, a port on the Caspian Sea. 


At the recent and brilliant commemoration 
pt Cambridge—thbe first of its kind, after the manner 
pf Oxford—presided over by the Duke of Devon- 
phire, honorary degrees were conferred upon 13

Of 4,339,729 children, 2,723,- 
P11 go to evangelical and 1,405,989 to Catholic 
schools, making a total of 4,129,900 in Christian 
pohools. There are 33,040 schools, with 65,968 
glasses; of these 22,821, with 42.931 classes, are evan- 
gelical; 9,452, with 19,595, Catholic; the aggregate 
ef Christian schools thus amounting to 32,273 
pchools, with 62,526 classes. Besides these there 
pre 250 Jewish seheols, with 316 classes, 310 teach- 

and 10,037 children. A census of the pupils, re- 
poecting their religious belief, has not been taken 
ef late years. In 1871 there were in the confes- 
gional public schools 2,485,822 evangelical pupils, .

Thev decided to 
raise a subsidy of $40,000 to guarantee the Patti 
contract and secure the coming season at the 
Academy. Mme. Patti subsequently ratified the 
contract made by Signor Franchi, her acent, with 
Col. Mapleson, and the Colone! wrote to the stock- 
holders here thanking them for their generous 
support, and saying that he would return their 
kindness by bringing to America next Fall a com- 
pany of superior strength. An eariy evidence of 
the earnestness of his purpose was the engagement 


of Mme. Gerster, an artist who is a firm favorite 
with this public, and whose great merits are un- 
questionable. Mr. Gye was in this City, it will also 
be remembered. during the latter part of last sea- 
son, apd was fully aware of Mr. Mapleson’s move- 
ment. Therefore the stockholders of the Academy 
have learned with surprise, not to say disgust, 
the action of the Royal Italian Opera Company 
(Limited.) It has transpired that the principal 
cause of dissatisfaction was a belief that there 
could be little or no profit inan Ameriean opera 
season with Patti at $5,000 per night. Tur Times, 
in an article published just after the close of the 
last season, showed that Col. Mapleson had been 
unfortunate. While the good people of the West, 
who are popularly supposed to possess but a tithe 
of the culture that animates the East. flocked 
to the opera as if they really knew that they 
were not likely, as the Boston Theatre stage car- 
penter expressed it, to hear any better singing than 
that of Pattiand Scalchi this side of heaven, the 
people of New-York and Philade!phia failed to re- 
gard the entertainment in the same light. The re- 
sult was serious for Coi. Mapleson, and he left this 
country financially embarrassed. The Royal Ital- 
jan Opera Company (Limited) knew this, and de- 
cided that it did not care to embark in another 
American season, especially with increased salaries 
and an opposition of reepectable strength. The 
London Vorid, in a long article on the condition of 
these operatic affairs, bas said that another cause 
of dissatisfaction was Mr. Gye’s earnest conviction 
that, if Mme. Patti's salary was to be increased, 
the salary of his wife, Mme. Albani, ought also to 
be raised. 

However all these things may be, it is certain 
thatthe great question now is whether Col. Maple- 
son will come over next season asa representative, 
or rather a part, of the Royal Italian Opera Com- 
pany, (Limited,) or as an individual manager with- 
out relations to that body. It has transpired that 
another question of even more serious import has 
arisen in the minds of some of the stockholders of 
the Academy of Music,and that is the question 
whether Mr. Mapleson will come to Ameriea at all. 
It must be stated, however, that although this ques- 
tion bas arisen, it is answered in the affirmative 
with a great deal of confidence. Col. Mapieson 
has a contract with the stockbolaers, which 
has yet two years to run, and his pledge, made at 
the close of last season, that he would return with 
a strong comp2ny, is accepted in good faith. The 
stockholders, however, are discussing the matter 
in the light of such information as they possess. 
All that they know about the state of affairs they 
have gathered from the newspapers; they have re- 
ceived absolutely no information at all from Col. 
Mapleson or from the Royal Italian Opera Com- 
pany (Limited.) A reporter of THe Timxs visitea 
some of the stockholders yesterday. Augustus L. 
Brown avd Herman R. Le Roy were found in the 
lattér’s office, at No. 51 Wall-street, in close consul- 
tation on the situation. 

* What do you know about the prospects of the 
coming opera season?”’ asked the reporter of Mr. 
Brown. 

** Well, we don’t have anything to do with the ar- 
rangements for the season.”’ 

** There is trouble between Co!. Mapleson and the 
Covent Garden company, is there not?” 

“ As to that we know no more than you do. All 
tne information we have is what we get trom the 
newspapers.” 

“ Do you not believe that there is trouble ’” 

“We believe there is, but we can do nothing in 
regard to it. We know nothing officially about it. 
We are going on with our preparations forthe rext 
season. We are making some improvements in the 
Academy. with a view to rendering it safer in case 
of fire. When the time comes we shall begin sell- 
ing seats and boxes. and shall expect to receive Col. 
Mapleson’s prospectus, containing the names of his 
company.” 

*Do you know whom he has evgaged for the 
coming season?’ 

“We know from the newspapers that be has 
Patti and Gerster; but we ksow nothing beyona 
that. The fact isthat in no previous season have 
we ever known who was to be in the company un- 
til we received the prospectus. We are content to 
leave all that to Coil. Mapleson, who knows 
how to manage and’ engage a company much 
betterthan wedo. I doubt if he knows yet him- 
self whom he will have next season. He will prob- 
ably have to settle thie difficulty with the Covent 
Garden peonle before he can do much in the way 
of making engagements.” 

**What do you think about the opposition?” 

“Ican only speak for myself on that topic. I 
have been surprised at the weakness of Mr. Ab- 
bey’s company. Nilsson is the only drawing card 
among his women. Many of his people bave been 
in our company in seasons gone by, and you know 
we have always grambied that Col. Mapleson’s 
companies were not strong enough. We have had 
Valleria and Del Puente. and Fursch-Madi and No- 
vara. We never considered them -— people. 
Campanini and Scalchi are artists of the highest 
rank. but they are not a whole company. I can't 
say that lam terrified by the formidable front of 
Mr. Abbey's array. ButI can't teil you anything 
about our prospects. Mr. Le Roy and I have been 
diseussing the advisability of calling a meeting of 
the Executive Committee, but we don't see that 
there is anything forthem to do; so we have de- 
cided that all we can do is to sit still and await de- 
velopments.”’ 

And Mr. Brown disappeared with a smile on his 
countenance. The reporter asked Mr. Le Roy 
whether there was any doubt about Mr. Maple- 
son's coming over. Mr. Le Roy admitted that the 
question had arisen, but said he was quite sure 
a the impresario would be here at the usual 

me. 

“The fact is,’ said Mr. Le Roy, “that the Co- 
vent Garden people are frightened. Th are 
afraid that. with an opposition house and Patti's 
salary at $5,000 per night, there is no money in 
an American season.”’ 

“ Well, how can Col. Mapleson come over with- 
ont their support ?”’ 

“The singers will not be all engaged by the time 
he wants to come, ana they will risk comingto 
America rather than be left without any engage- 
ment. Why, Mapleson bas come here before with- 
outadollar and has pulled through and made 
money. Singers in Europe, if not engaged at the 
beginning of the season, are likely to be left out in 
the cold altogether, and they don’t want to do that. 
Mapieson will offer them an American season, and 
they will be very glad to accept.” 

Mr. Le Roy and other stockholders expressed the 
opinion that the Royal Italian Opera Company 
(Limited) had treated Coj. Mapleson very shabbily. 
He had made his engagements with the knowl- 
edge of Mr. Gye and then they had repudiated his 
contracts. The stockholders, although they had 
done considerable grumbling in days gone by, 
were satisfied with Col. Mapleson’s management. 
They had full confidence in his ability and awaited 
the coming season with pleasant anticipations. 
They had no doubt that the Colonel would over- 
come his difficulties and be triumphant in the end. 

With these feelings they proposed to make such 
preparations for the coming season as came witbin 
their province. Some of them did not believe that 
the new opera-house would prove to be s0 great an 
opposition as was anticipated ut first. One reason 
was that the stockholders of the new house were 
going to have all the good boxes and a separate 
evtranee for themselves. The American public 
would not put up with anything like a distinction 
in caste, and the stockholders of the new house 
were acting as if they thought themselves a lot of 
dukes and marquises.

CAUGHT AFTER FIVE YEARS. 


THREE MEN WHO WRECKED A RAILROAD 
TRAIN CAPTURED AT LAST. 

ALBANY, July 10.—After a five years’ search 
itis believed that the perpetrators of an atrocious 
crime on the New-York Central Railroad have been 
captured. On the evening of June 29, 1878, an oil 
and freight train on that road was hurled from the 
track five miles this side of Schenectady. The ac- 
cident was followed by the ignition of the oll-tanks 
and the destruction of all the cars. One ofthe 
brakemen, Platt S. Truax, was caught and pinned 
by the legs between the cars and slowly roasted to 
death. Tbe other employes escaped witbout seri- 
ous injury. An investigation in the morning 
showed plainly that one of the rails had been de- 
liberately removed from .its place by drawing out 


the screws holding the plates. 'The pressure of the 
= threw the rail out of place and wrecked the 
train. 

The Coroner's examination failed to disclose the 
authors of tne diabolical deed, and no clue to 
them was obtained until a month ago. About half 
a mile from the scene of the accident were two 
houses, oceupied respectively by families, named 
O’Brien and Dowling. Atthe time the crime was 
committed there were at home two O’Brien boys, 
aged 16 and 20, respectively, and two Dowling 
boys of about the same age. Residing with the 
latter was a shoe-maker named Ajfred 
Youngs. The families still reside in the 
seme houses, but Youngs has frequentiy 
changed his place of residence, his latest 
abode up to yesterday being Quaker-street. 
Notwithstanding the near vicinity of the five young 
men tothe scene of the wreck, suspicion never 
fell upon them until recently. About a month ago 
John F. O'Brien, one of the brothers, while in 
Schenectady informed a person there that he be- 
lieved the trainin the wreck of which Truax was 
killed was thrown off by Myron and Youngs Dowl- 
ing and Alfred Youngs. Not much attention was 
paid to his statement untila few days ago, when 
young O’Brien made a similar rem rk, which came 
to the ears of the railroad autborities. An investi- 
gation led to the arrest to-day of the three parties 
—tbe two Dowlings at Schenectady, and Youngs 
at Quaker-street—the charge against them being 
homicide iu willfully and maliviously causing the 
death of Platt S. Truax. 

Michael F. O’Brien, the older brother, in his 
sworn affidavit declares that on the night of the 
wreck Alfred Youngs ard the Dowlings came to 
his house and said: * We are going to have a little 
fun." When he asked, ** What kind of fun?’’ the 
replied, ‘‘ We are going to take revenge and wrec 
a train.” O’Brien refused to go with them, 
and had just retired to his room for the night when 
be heard the smash up and saw the fire. Going 
down to the road he saw two persons running 
from the wreek, who. from their form and looks, 
he believed to be Myron Dowling and Alfred 
Youngs. He heard one say to the other, ** Hurry 
up, do you want to be caugnt’’’ About a week 
afterward O'Brien and Myron Dowling quarreled, 
and the former told Dowling that if he didn’t shut 
up and keep cool he would tell about that scrape. 
Dowling in an angry tone said: “If you ever fell 
or open your head I'll blow your brains out.”” On 
another occasion Dowling said to him, “ What do 
you think of it?” and he replied that it looked 
tough. Dowling simply remarked, ‘ Revenge is 
sweet.” 

Jobn F, O’Brien corroborated parts of his broth- 
er’sstatement and gave additional evidence. On 
the Sunday morning after the disaster, he swore, 
Youngs Dowling said to him, “* Was that done up 
slick?” referring to the wreck. Youngs Dowling 
told him how the train was wrecked. He said: 
“We unscrewed the straps which hold down the 
rails, then threw the rails about four inches out of 
place.”” O’Brien told him he thought it wasa 
great crime. He left and appeared to be angry. 
Myron Dowling came to him the next Monday and 
said to him, “ Johnny, if you ever reveal a word 
I'll blow out your brains.”’ He replied, “1 am not 
80 afraid of you as all that. I am no traitor.” 
“You had better not,’ Dowling romarked, “for 
the minute you do your doom is sealed.”” On the 
following Wednesday Myron Dowling told him 
they did not get the man they wanted. O’Brien 
said: **Wbat man did you want®”’ He said: ‘I 
don’t know as it makes any Gifference what man 
we wanted."" About 20 minutes later he asked 
Myron what man they wanted, and he said it 
was a conductor. The prisoners decline to say 
anything about the charges. They will be exam- 
ined to-morrow morning. 
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GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 


The Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company’s 
Directors have voted to pay 3 per cent. interest on 
the first preferred debenture bonds of that road, 
1% per cent. to be paid Aug. 1 and the remaining

Road, This new bond is to be convertible, at the 
option of the holders, after Jan. 1, 1585, into 
Jersey Centrai stock, and it will be exchanged for 
the present income bonds on the basis of 104% per 
cent. advance on the face value of the incomes. 
For instance, the holder of $10,000 of income 
bonds will receive $11,050 debenture bonds.

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BURNED 10 DEATH. 
THE SAD FATE OF THREE LITTLE GIRLS IN A 
MILWAUKEE HOUSE, 

MILWAUKEE, July 10.—At 2:40 o’clock this 
morning an alarm of fire was sounded from box 
No. 523, at Fourth and Cedar streets. When the 
firemen arrived at the place they found a large 
two-story frame structure, occupied by David 
Seelig, a tailor, and his wife and seven children, 
fuily enveloped in flames. Seelig, his wife, and 
four of the eldest of the children tumbled out of tne 
windows to the pavement just as the firemen 
reached the scene. A large crowd cellected, and in 
a second or two screams rent the air that three 
children were in one of the upper reoms. The fire- 
mon dashed through the flames and after 


much trouble seached the room. which 
was all ablaze and completély filled with smoke, 


and after groping about for a moment the chief | 
discovered the body of a little girl lyimg the floor. | 


Hastily grasping the child he passe: her intd the 
arms of one of the men outside. Life was not en- 
tirely extinct, but death came in a few minutes. 
Another child was found at the top of thestairway 
behind the bed-room door, which was ajar. and the 
dead body of the third child was discovered lying 
at the foot of the stairease. The bodies were car- 
Tied to the house of a neighbor, and a few hours 
later they were taken to the Morgue, where they 
now lie. 

The fire originated in asmal! shed adjoining the 
main structure, and in all probability the flames 
had been in progress a considerable time before 
they were discovered and the alarm given. The 
flames communicated to the back windows, and 
soon filled the two rooms with smoke and beat. 
Each room contained two beds. One of the beds in 
the front room was occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Seelig and a 1-year-old infant, and the other by the 
oldest daughter, aged 15. In the back-room the 
three girls who were lost occupied one bed, and 
two boys, aged 4 and 5 years, the other. Mrs. 
Seelig was awakened by the loud screams of her 
baby, and, opening her eyes, she was horrified at 
seeing the flames Ivaping through the room, while 
the back room seemed to be one burning mass. 
With a piereing shriek she aroused her hus- 
band, and, hardly knowing what she did, 
the distracted mother threw her babe from 
the window to the sidewalk. a distance 
of 10 feet, where it was caucbt by the spectators, 
who had by this time arrived in large numbers. 
The oldest girl sprang up and jumped from the 
window. The father immediately rushed for the 
room oecupied by the remaining five children and 
succeeded in waking them. The older boy, grab- 
bing hie little brother, rushed with him in his arms 
and threw himself from the window. Mr. Seelig 
took the youngest two girls in his arms, but bewil- 
dered and blinded and choked with smoke and 
heat, he beeame orazed for an instant and dronped 
the little ones. Then, staggering to the front room, 
he fell through the window to the ground below, 
sustaining terrible injuries about the head and 
shoulders. The eldest of the three unfortunate 
girls. aged 12 years, after being frizhtfully burned 
from the shoulders downward, either jumped or 
fell to the bottom of the stairway, where her 
charred body was found. The second girl, Her- 
mina, 7 years old, crawled behind the bedroom 
door in the hall and died. The youngest, Rosa, 
aged 3 years, probably became suffocated with 
smoke and remained lying where her father 
dropped her. 

The scene on the street when it became known 
that three children were perishing in the flames 
can hardly he described. The poor mother, near! 
insane with despair and anguish, became hysterical, 
at one moment rendihg the air with the most 

lercing shrieks and the next piteously pleading 
or the rescues of her poor children. No attempt 
was made by lookers on to effect a rescue, all 
seeming too paralyzed with horror and alarm to 
enter the burning dwelling. The flames spread to 
an adjoining building, and a dozen persons barely 
escaped with their lives. The bodies of the vic- 
tims were burned toacrisp. In the same housea 
woman was burned to death only a short time ago. 
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PARDONED BY GOV. CLEVELAND. 
HE GIVES HIS REASONS FOR SETTING JOHN 
MEEKER FREE. 


ALBANY, July 10.—Gov. Cleveland to-day 
granted a pardon to Jobn Meeker, who was sen- 
tenced from Orange County, Jan. 18, 1888, upon 
a plea of guilty of manslaughter in the third de- 
gree, to imprisonment in Sing Sing for a term 
of one year and six months. The Governor 
says that Meeker was indicted jointly with 


John Karlson, who was tried and conviet- 
ed of murder in the second degree: that 
upon this trial all evidence touching the homicide 
which could be discovered was adduced, and 
Meeker was sworn as a witness for the prosecnu- 
tion; that as the evidence has been reported to the 
Governor, it is, in his opinion, olearly insufficient 
to establish participation on the part of Meeker; 
that the Judge who presided at the trial writes: 
“If there was no other evidence to connect Meeker 
with the crime than was shown on Karleon’s trial, 
it would have been insufficient in my judgment to 
bave warranted a conviction.”” The District At- 
torney who prusecuted the indictment also writes 
that he was pot able to find any testimony which 
would have enabied him to convict Meeker of any 
participation in the murder. 

The Governor continues that Meeker is an 
ignorant man and understands the English lan- 
guage very imperfectly; that the = of guilty 
was entered on his behalf by counsel, while the ag- 
cused had atall times as well as he could protest- 
ed his innocence; that since his sentence the wife 
of the convict has become insane, and she and her 
three children are supported by charity, and that 
it is represented to the Gevernor that the eondi- 
tion of his wifeand family and his unjust imprison- 
ment have unsettled the mind of the convict him- 
self. The Governor concludes: “JI am entirely 
satisfied that in his case a pardon should be 
granted.”’

BERTHA HEYMAN’S PRIDE. 


——_--~>- 
DON’T CARE FOR MONEY, BUT DOES LIKE 


TO WREST IT FROM HER VICTIMS. 

Bertha Heyman, the well-known confidence 
woman, who was arrested in Paterson for swin- 
dling a New-York man named Saunders out of 
$550, but who on arriving at Jersey City refused to 
come to this City without a requisition, said to 
Chief of Pelice Murphy yesterday that she had 
been out of prison only two weeks, “ but during 
that time,”’ she boasted, **I have succeeded in 
getting over $2,000, and from people who thought 
they were sharp, too. I take no pride in over- 
vailing a fool. The moment I discover a man’s & 
fool Llethim drop, but I delight in getting into 


the confidence and puckets of men who think 
they can’t be ‘skinned.’ It ministers to my intel- 
lectual pride.” She added that she did not care a 
whit for money as money alone, but she liked to 
get it. Chief Murphy says that she has been known 
to find a ten-thousand-dollar victim, put that the 
in opey does her little good. Within a week she 
will have given the money or the bulk of it 
away to the poor. Her counsel yesterday ad- 
vised her to waive the requisition. She 
followed their advice, and was brought 
back to the City yesterday afternoon and locked 
up at Police Head-quarters. The prisoner is about 
31 years of age. Sheis short and stout and has a 
somewhat pleasing face. Her portrait is No. 1,051 
in the Rogues’ Gallery, and shows four well-defined 
moles on her right cheek, wkich make ber identifi- 
cation easy. She will be arraigned before Police 
Justice Smith, at the Tombs Police Court, to-day, 
when it is expected a number of complaints will be 
made against her. 

This woman is considered by the police the 
boldest ana most expert of the many female ad- 
venturesses who infest the country. She has 
gained her notoriety by her numerous and suocess- 
ful exploits. She began her criminal career in 
1869, and was then the wife of a respeetable me- 
chanic named Fritz Karko. At that time she suo- 
ceeded in swindling Charles Brandt, a liquor-deal- 
er, of No. 19 Bowery, out of $200 by false repre- 
sentations. Brandt did not see her again for 10 
years, at the expiration of which time she again 
called on him and pretended that she had fallen 
heiress to an immeuse fortune, but was in want of 
about $900 in cash to meet carrent e —-yrey By 
promising to repay Brandt the $: she had 
previously obtained from him, with large in- 
terest, and other representations, she induced 
him to part with $960, which was never returned 
tohim. When she reappeared in this City, some 
time after, she wes accompanied by a man named 
Perine and his wife. She had indueed Perine to 
sell out his property in Chicago and place the pro- 
ceeds, $1,000, in her hands as a loan, she promising 
to constitute him the sole agent for her property 
in this City, and representing that she owned many 
blocks of houses. Perine had been here only a 
short time when he discovered that he had 
been swifdied, and he caused the woman’s 
arrest. She was bailed out by a Broadway 
dry goods merchant whom she had deceived by 
her plausible talk, and who believed that the wom- 
an was possessed of great wealth, a portion of 
which she was anxious to invest in bis business. 
The woman also induced the father of Lena 
Schwartz, a maid in her employ, to draw the say- 
ings of his life-time from a bank and place the 
money, several hundred dollars, in her hands asa 
temporary loan. After her release on bail 
she fled to Canada, where she was arrest- 
ea for false pretenses. In 1881 she was liv- 
ing on Staten Isiand and was arrested 
there for stealing a quantity of jewelry from Mrs. 
Pauline Schlarbaum, a widow living on the island, 
but she was not convicted of that offense. Upon 
her release she was rearrested on complaints of 
Charies Brandt and Theodore W. Morris, a mer- 
chant, of No. 27 Chambers-street. Mrs. Heyman 
had represented to Mr. Morris that Mrs. Schlar- 
baum, with whom she boarded, was a schoolmate 
whom she desired to befriend by purchasing a 
house forher. She purchased a house from Mr, 
Morris and tendered in payment a draft 
for a large amount, drawn upon one 
Albert Blatz, of Milwaukee. The draft was sent 
to Milwaukee, and‘ pending its return as worth- 
less the woman induced Mr. Morris to advance her 
$1,200. For this erime she was convicted*® on Oct. 
26, 1881, in the Court of General Sessions, and sen- 
tenced to two years in the penitentiary. While a 
prisoner she concocted a scheme by whieh she 
swindled Charles Ksrpel,a German, out of $1,000, 
pretending that she wauted the money to buy her 
way out of prison, and giving him as security for 
the money a bundle which she said contained bank- 
books showing many thousand dollars to her 
credit, bat the contents proved to be several old 
newspapers sewed up in a linen bag. 

On her release frou the penitentiary, Mrs. Hey- 
man cameto this City and established herself at 
the Hoffman House under the name of Mrs. Rich- 
ards. While there she made the acquaintance of 
Edward Sanders.a broker at Fulton-street and 
Broadway. On the representation that she had 
a check for $10,000 and alot of bonds and stocks 
deposited in the safe at the Hoffman House, she 
borrowed various sums of money from San- 
ders, amounting to $255, and also obtained 
from bim a diamond ring valued at $200. 
He received as security for the loans 
& package which in his presence and in the pres- 
ence of the woman the clerk at the Hoffman 
House handed out of the safe. This package, 
when subsequently opened by Mr. Sanders, con- 
tained only waste paper. He made a complaint 
against the woman hefore Justice Smith, at the 
Tombs Police Court, and obtained a warrant for 
her arrest, and on this warrant she has now been 
taken into custody.

CHOLERA IN ENGLAND. 
Se AT 
From the Pall Mali Gazette. 

England has had experience of four epi- 
demics of Asiatic cholera. The two remaining 
outbreaks of which we have to speak were much 
milder in character than those already described. 
On Sept. 4, 1858, the disorder again broke out with 
great severity in Newcastle and North Shields and 
other adjoining towns suffered greatly. In July, 
1854, it again made its presence felt over the whole 
of the metropolis. The epidemic reached its height 
in the second week of September, almost on the 
same day that the epidemic of 1849 ocoasioned the 
highest mortality. Indeed, as Dr. Sutherland re- 
ported to the General Board of Heath, there was a 


remarkable similarity throughout the progress and 
development of both epidemics. In the week end- 
ing Sept. 9there were 2,050 deaths from cholera 
in Londen. The epidemic reached its maxi- 
mum in nine weeks, but the mortalit 

did not fall to that of the first week until 
13 weeks after the maximum period. From the Ist

kingdom, and in some cases the epidemio was 
severely felt, It was in the September of this year 
that Lord Patmerston issued his famous rebuke 
tothe Presbytery of Edinburgh, which had sne- 
gested a nationalfast. ‘‘When man has done his 
utmost for his own safoty,”’ sald the Home Secre- 
tary. “then ig the time to invoke the blessing of 
heaven to give effect to his exertions,” In July, 
1854, the alarming intelligence reached Engiand that 
the cholera had appeared among our troops in the 
Crimea, Regiments were reduced to 300 or 400 sickly 
men.

reached nearly 50,000, when the great fire on Sept. 


5, which destroyed 1,500 houses, besides mosques 
and other public buildings, pretty summarily 
closed the career of the epidemic. At this time, 
also, it wasto be found in Russta, Italy, Spain, 
and Franee, and Austria lost 10,000 lives. In 
April, 1866, the cholera reached England via Bris- 
tol and Liverpool; but the numberof deaths, it 
was a great satisfaction to those persons who had 
been interesting themselves between epidemies in 
the promotion of sauitary reform to know, did not 
materially affect the returns of mortality for the 
whole kingdom for the year. In the London dis- 
trict, however, 5,978 persons died of cholera and 
3,197 of diarrhea, principally inthe East End. In 
describing ‘the eatastrophe in which 4,500 per- 
ished in East London,” Dr. Farr hints not ob- 
seurely that it was very largely traceable to the 
character of the water supply. Within a few 
weeks £70,000 wes raised for the relief of the dis- 
tress in London, the Queen subscribing £500. The 
elose of the year saw it extinot in London, but a 
longer time elapsed before it was banished from 
the Continent.

THE MISSING MERUHANT. 
WO CLUZ YET TO THE MOVEMENTS OF MR, 
THOMAS G. HUNT.

He was a very sensitive man, however, 
whose had always stood high, and his friends 
think that his temoorary inability to meet his obli- 
gations preyed so heavily on Lis mind that he be- 
came depressed and was rendered partially insane. 
He showed no signs of any mental aberration be- 
fore leaving this City, however. His wife and 
daughter have been in where the daugh- 
ter is being educated, since of iast year, and 
Mr. Kant was going over on the next trip of the 
tervia—next Wednesday—to bring them home.

The valise was 
ed and sent to the club, where it still remains. 
. Hunt left his office at about 3 o'clock in tne 
rnoon, telling Edward Swain, who bas been in 
empley since 1866, that he was going to visit a 
riend cut of towa and would not return antil 
Menday. Since then nothing has been heard from 
bim no trace of the direction wh he took 
has been found except by means of a letter ad- 
dressed to his brother-in-law, which was mailed on 
a Philadeiphia train on the day of his departure, 
a whieh simpiy refers to the depression caused 
y bis losses, but gives no hint of a determination 
pot to return to the City. When he failed to re- 
turn on Monday, July 1, his friends began to search 
for him, but thus far their efforts nave been un- 
successful Philadel Brooklyn, Baltimore, 
leng Branch, an this City have been 
scoured by the police and friends of tbe missing 
merchant, the morgues have been visited and hotel 
registera have been overhauled, but no trace of 
Mr. Hert has been found. A dispatch from Tren- 
ton pablished in Tue Tires yesterday announced 
that the Chief of Police of that city had traced Mr. 
Hunt toa hotel where be registered as C. Wyett, 
on the morning of June 29, and remained a week. 
As he did not leave this City until the afternoon of 
that day, itis evident that the Mr. Wyett who 
registered in Trenton was a different person alto- 
gether. Mr. Swain does not believe that his em- 
we Aa stopped at ‘i'renton at all. He said toa 
Bs reporter yesterday: * Mr. Hunt took with him 
only the money which he carried in his pocket. 
He might have taken enough to have gone to 
Europe and remained away along time by eo 
going to his check book, but that k shows that 
he drew nothing from the bank on the day of his 
departure. What we fear is, that he is wandering 
about among strangers suffering from temporary 
aberration of mind. We have not yet contemplated 
the awlul ibility that he may have committed 
suicide. @ report in one of the morning papers 
that Mr. Hunt had been drinking heavily just be- 
fore his disappearance is as untrue as {t is heartiess 
anderuel. He drank a glass of beer oecasionally, 
2s most men do, but he was not an intemperate 
man, and ali his friends will bear me out in the 
statement.” The missing man, as described by 
Mr. Swain, is 45 years old, about 5 feet 8 inches 
high, and weighs about 180 pounds. He has dark 
eyes, dark hair, and ahbigh forehead, dark side- 
whiskers, and amustache whieh is slightly gray, 
and wears eye-giasses. When he left the City he 
was dressed inathin, slate-colored suit, witha 
black derby hat, and wore eoneress gaiters, or

A BURGLAR’S ESCAPE. 
ONE MAN SHOT BY ANOTHER IN PURSUING 
THE CRIMINAL. 


By climbing up an awning postin front of 
the liquor store of Diederich Bruns, at Little 
Tweltth-street and Tenth-avenue, at 4 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, a burglar gained admission to the 
building through an open window. After rum- 
maging around the firat room he entered he found 
bis way into an adjoining bedroom in which a ser- 
vant was sleeping. Hearing a noise she awoke, 


and, seeing the burglar, screamed. The man then 
started for the window through which he had en- 
tered. Bernard Shothoff,a bar-tender in the place, 
who was in the bar-room on the ground floor get- 
ting ready to open the saloon, had heard the noise 
made by the man when he entered, but thought it 
was acat. When the girl screamed he heard the 
burglar scrambling over the awning. He rao out 
into the street and saw the burglar hanging off the 
edge of the awning, and feeling with his feet fora 
pile of strawberry crates piled up underneath. 
The bar-tender knocked the crates over. and 
when the burglar Supees seized him and 
thouted for the police... John Hackett the night 
watchman at Gansevoort Market, came to his as- 
sistance,,and a struggle ensued between the bur- 
giarand his two captors. To free himself the 
burglar cut Hackett across the right hand with a 
Decket knife. Hackett released his hold, and, 
shaking off the bar-tender, the man then ran down 
toward the river. Strothoff and Haekett pursued 
aim, the former being slichtly in advance. Hack- 
ett drew nis revolver and fired at the fleeing 
burglar, but instead of hitting him, he shot Strot- 
hoff inthe rightarm. This ended the chase and 
the burgiar escaped. The pistol-shot attracted the 
attention of a policeman, who took both men to 
St. Vincent’s Hospital. Their wounds were of a 
trivial nature. ackett told the police that he 
recognized the burglar as one of the habitual 
loungers about the market, and the police are look- 
(ng for him.

ABOY AND A PISTOL. 

Lonig Fitzmeyer, Frank Lemaine, and Mar- 
tin Kranz, boys, were standing in Hester-street, 
Sunday night, talking of trappers’ exploits among 
the Indians, as depieted in the ever popular dime 
novel. Fitzmeyer was telling the other boys a 
story he had read of * The Terror of the West,”’ 
and to il ustrate the way in which that hero dis- 
posed of his victims he pulled out a self-cocking 38- 
ralibre pistol and pointed it at Frank Lemaine. 
Worked up to a tremendous pitch of exc.tement in 
the telling of the story, he inadvertently pulled the 
trigger,and the weapon, being self-cocking, was 
discharged, the bullet striking Lemainoe in the 
face, just over the mouth, inflicting a most 
painfui and, perhaps, dangerous wound. 
Fitzmeyer, true to the teachings of the ‘Trappers’ 
Guide,” immediately took to the woods, other- 
wise vacant houses, and sueceeded in escaping ar- 
rest until yesterday morning, when Officer Pierce, 
of the Seventh Precinct, saw him in Hester-street 
and arrested him. He was brought before Justice 
Kilbreth, at the Essex Market Police Court, yester- 
cay afternoon, and several witnesses were heard,’ 
all testifying that the shuootiog was purely and en- 
tirely accidental, and Fitzmeyer wos discharged.

THE DESPISED COIN. 
A FOROCIBLE PROTEST AGAINST MAKING THE 
TRADE DOLLAR A LEGAL TENDER. 

A meeting of dealersin dairy products and 
farm produce was held yesterday at the Mercan- 
tile Exchange to receive and discuss a report of 
the Committee of Five on existing abuses in the 
produce commission business. There was a good 
attendance, and Mr. George B. Dougias presided, 
The report of the committee was confined to its 
action in regard to the trade dollar, A complete 
history was given in the report of the war against 
that disreputable coin, which began at a meeting 


ofthe trade in the Exchange in February laut. 
The story of the work of,the committee and its 
socoess in driving the trade dollar out of circula- 
tion, except at a discount, is narrated ;the fact, not 
generally known, that the committee posted 
bills ia this City and vioinity calling upon the 
publio to join in the erusade against the 
coin is stated; the ‘‘infiuential daily press" is 
for ite“ ty indorsement and co-opera- 
on," and the labor unions are thanked for their 
action in passing resolutions not to receive the dol- 
lar in payment of wages, which proved “a most 
effective aggressive movement.” The trade dollar, 
the committee believes. by the aid of all the 
agencies invokea to destroy it, has been rendered 
for the time “ utterly useless as a circulating coin 
in this country, and is yelgenes to the dark- 
ness of the bullion vault.'’ The duty of oitizens 
is now to watch the proceedings in Congress and 
prevent its reappearance as a ciroulating medium 
until it has gone through the melting-pot and Is 
presented again in an acceptable form, as a legal 
tender, if silver is to be continued as such. The 
report signed by Walter Carr, Chairman; Washing- 
ton Wiusor, B. F. Van Valkenbureh, G. B. Douglas, 
and W. H. Duckworth was received and was or- 
dered to be placed on file. 

A Fagen and resolutions were then offered 
by the committee and adopted. The preamble sets 
forth that itis evident from the action of one 
branch of the Legislature of Pennsylvania, and 
the expressions of opinion of some of the officers 
of the national Government, that an effort will be 
made in Congress when it meets next December 
to make the trade doliar a legal tender, or 
to authorize its exchange for the standard 
dollar, and that it has been  distinct- 
ly stated by officials of the Government 
connected with the Mint and Finanelal Depart- 
ments, that the Government never assumed any 
liability in the issue of the coin, and it must simply 
be regarded as silver bullion, and as the dollars 
are now hoarded largely by bullion merchants and 
~ eee aw whose knowledge of the coin is as 
thorough as that of the officers of the Government, 
and as these persons assume the same risks 
as do specniators in other commodities, 
it is therefore resolved that the Goy- 
ernment, should it relieve holders of the 
coin, in any other way than by purchase ** at the 
current market rate of silver.’’ would make a “* de- 
liberate deviation from the prinelpies of sound 
business, and would confer. upon one class of 
citizens a great’ benefit at the expense of the 
rest." The following was also passed: 

Resolved, That as one ring of speculators has al- 
ready taken advantage of the decline of silver, under 
the act creating the trade doliar, by fiooding the 
emg | with that coin at par, far above its cost to 
them, itis the duty of Congress to see that by no act 
passed by it shalla second “ring,” which has ac- 
quired these coins at a discount, be enab!ed to pro- 
cure a profit further than a legitimate appreciation of 
silver builion may warrant if the Government sbouid 
become a purchaser. 

It was further deciared that theiproduce trade, 
represented at the meeting, will watch ciosely the 
action of any political party or administration 
which shall seek to enrich a few at the expense of 
the country at large, by the encouragement of 

rtial legisiation in the manner stated in the reso- 
utions. Speeches in favor of the resolutions were 
made by Messrs. George B. Dougias, Walter Carr, 
and B. F. Van Valkenburgh. Resolutions were 
then offered declaring *' that interest should be 
charged on all advances on assiguments from the 
date of the sale of goods until 10 days after the 
date of sale, unless the same are paid for; that 10 
days is the longest time on which goods should be 
sold by the produce trade, and that if any longer 
time be taken interest should be charged the buyer 
on such excess of time.’ The resolutions, after a 
speech in their favor by President Winsor, were

CONTESTING D. M. CHAUNCEY'S WiLL. 

Testimony in the contested will case of the 
late David M. Chauncey, of Brooklyn, was resumed 
yeeterday before Justice Brown, in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn. William Van Zandt, who was 
hired in 1876 by Daniei Chauncey to take care of 
David, testified that Mr. Chauncey had conceived 


so violent a dislike to him that he had to hirea 
man to take his place. Mr. Chauncey had a mania 
for stealing littie articles. When in London, in 
1876, he made a bet of $40,000 with Mr. David How- 
erdthat Tilden was elected President, and felt 
very bad because Mr. Howard did not pay tho 
amount of the bet. Aftera medical examination 
Mr. Chauncey was taken to a private asylum at 
Chisholm and was kept there ustil June, 1877. 
When he returned to Brooklyn he grew worse and 
had to be sent toanasylum. The witness was of 
opinion that Mr. Chauncey was irrational, but on 
cross-examination he said he thought Mr. Chaun- 
cey was irrational because he was drinking. On 
board the City of Chester, on bis way to England, 
Mr. Chauncey stole a pair of bouts and an um- 
brella, and returning home he stole a lady’s um- 
brella and a napkin-ring. In Liverpool he 
danced and yelled in tne railroad car and 
talked loudiy. Mr. Weir, Superintendent of 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music, testified that Mr. 
Chauncey used to call on him so often in 1876 as to 
become a bore. His conversation was rambling 
and boastful. He brougbt back from the Uenten- 
nial Exhibition valueless trinkets. The witness 
thought be was insane. Detective Zundt, who 
conveyed Mr. Chauncey to a private asylum at 
Flatbush, considered that his conduct was irra- 
tienal. Police Officer Charies Chambers always 
ran away from Mr. Chauncey when he talked poli- 
ties: he thought he was a little “ off.” 
PERERA SE TT 
AN ALLEGED ABDUCTION. 

Calvin Wolfort, engineer of the steamer Be- 
dell, which plies between Sandy Hook and Atlan- 
tic Heights, ‘was arrested yesterday by Detective 
Shaugbnessy, of Brooklyn, ona charge of abdauc- 
tion. Daniel Frazer, of No. 64 Gold-street. Brook- 


dyn, is the complainant, and accuses the defendant 
of abducting his son James, aged 18 years. Frazer 
was divorced from his wife and secured the cus- 
tody of the boy.

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SAVED FROM A BRUTAL NEGRO. 


A WOMAN’S SCREAMS BRINGING A DETEC- 
TIVE TO HER ASSISTANCE. 


As Miss Rebecca Miller, a young lady about 
24 years of age, was returning home from a visit to 
her sister’s house, in Palisade-avenue, Yonkers, at 
about 10:30 o’olock Monday night, and when in 
North Broadway, nearly opposite the First Presby- 
terian Church, she was suddenly approached by a 
large muscular negro, who said something to her 
and then assaulted her. He caught her by the 
wrists so that she could not make much of a resist- 
ance, and then pushe@ and pulled her inside the 
iron fense in front of the church. The night was 
dark, and especially so in that place, owing to the 


thick shade treer on the edge of the sidewalk. She 
begged to be liberated and allowed to ge to her 
home, but he threatened her with bodily barm if 
she did not accompany him quietly. No sooner 
did she comprehend his evil design than 
she screamed at the top of her voice 
for assistance. Detective Quinn, of the Yonkers 
poliee foree, was a short distance down Broadway 
and heard her cry for help. He started on a run 
in the direction whence it seemed to come, and as 
he approached the church saw the negro run out 
of.the gate and disappear in the darkness. Almost 
at the same moment he saw Miss Miller in the 
churchyard nearly dead with fright, but having re- 
ceived no other injury than rough handling and 
being violently thrown to the ground. She could 
not give a Mog / accurate description of the man, 
but thought if confronted with him again she 
would know him. She was conveyed in safety to 
ber home, and Officer Quinn reported the case at 
Police Head quart: re. All the reserve force was 
at once sent out to hunt the negro who had com- 
mitted the assault. By daylight three arrests had 
been made, but as they did not prove to be the 
right ones, the men were discharged. Thé police 
have anidea they know the right man, and were 
all day yesterday looking forhim. They will not 
relinquish the seareh until they capture him. The 
people of Yonkers were yesterday very much ex- 
cited over the assault, and they will render every 
assistance possible to the police to effect the ar- 
rest of the negro. They are also the more deter- 
mined, as this is an assault very similar to that up- 
on Miss Stocum recently at Purdy’s Station, the 
perpetrator ef which is still at large.

THE COMMOTION WHICH MRS. WERIGER IS

He had been in poor 
health, and was despondent in consequence.

SEVEN AFFLICTED HORSES KIZLED. 

Dr. Laghlan McLean, a veterinary surgeon 
and an Inspector of the Brooklyn Board of Health, 
reported yesterday to Health Commissioner Hay- 
mond that seven horses in the Bergen-street, 


Brooklyn, car stables, which he found suffering 
from gianders, had been killed as the law required 
that they should be. Tbis official action led to ramors 
that there was an epidemie of glanders among the 
horses used by the various street car lines in 
Brooklyn and that there was danger of its 
spreading among the horses of private owners, 
Dr. McLean said to a Times reporter last evening 
that glanders existed among horses in Brooklyn 
andin every otber large city at all times, and, 
while it was unusual to have seven cases in 
one stable, it was not extraordinary. The 
disease was contagious among horses, and 
could, although a case was unusual, be 
imparted to man. The fact thut seven 
vases had oceurred in the Bergen-street stables 
was attributable to the ignorance or carelessnéss 
of the people in eharge of the horses. If the first 
case bad been discovered and the horae destroyed 
the orhers, in al! likelihood, would have eseaped 
the disease. Dr. McLean said that there was no 
epidemic of glanders, and that there was no occa- 
sion foralarm among horse-owners. Inquiries at 
the car stables in this City and at private stables 
established the fact that there are now nocases of 
gianders among New-York horses.

THE STUPID MANNER IN WHICH THE BODY 

OF A DROWNED MAN WAS TREATED. 

An unknown man, apparently about 45 years 
old, and dre-sed in a blue flannel suit, jumped or 
fell overboard from the Hoboken ferry-boat Paun- 
peck soon after she left herslip at the foot of 
Christopher-street yesterday afternoon and was 
drowned. If be meditated suicide he changed 
his mind after striking the water, for he 
attempted to swim ashore. The tag-boat 
Ramapo, Capt. Corning, was in the vi- 
cinity of the ferry-boat, and went to the 
man’s rescue. He was finally pulled aboard 


the Ramapo by a boat-hook, and taken ashore at 
Pier No, 34 North River, whence be was sent to the 
Morgue after it had been found that he was dead. 
Dr. R. Osgéod Mason, of No. 64 West Twentieth- 
street, who was a passenger on the Pauapeck and 
saw the man drowned and the treatment bestowed 
upon him after he hed been taken from the water, 
said to a Tres reporter last evening: “This 
case certainly affords food for thought concerning 
the methods employed for resuscitating people 
rescued from the water. Here was a man ap- 
parently in the prime of life who either fell or 
jumped into the water. He was uninjured by the 
wheel, and struck out well and intelligently for the 
nearest point. He swam at least 5U feet, proba- 
bly twloe that distance, but his strength failed. 
Still be did not sink, but was rescued after being 
in the water only five or ten minutes. By every 
doctrine of chances with fair treatment he 
should have recovered. What was done? 
He was pulled up the side of the Ramapo 
with a boat-hook, laid across the rail, doubled 
up like a half-shut jack-knife, with his head and 
body inboard and his legs overboard, and there he 
was allowed to bang, presumably to ‘ get the water 
out of him.’ I called out twice to those on the 
Ramapo, which was in piain hearing distance, to 
take the man off the rail and lay him down on tne 
deck, but no notice was taken of the direc- 
tion, anda there he hung as the _ boats 
separated. Of course the man died. How 
could anything else be expected? A man 
in health could hardly stand such treatment. 
No one doubts the kind intentions of the crew of 
the Ramapo, but on the other hand,.after all that 
has been said and printed concerning what should 
be done in such cases, it seems incredible that such 
ignorance and stupidity could exist among men 
employed about vessels. It is bad enough when 
landsmen roll half-drowned people on barrels to 
revive them, but for men whose business keeps them 
constantly liable to see such accidents treatment 
such as was resorted to in this instance was inex- 
cusable. Proper rules to be followed in such 
cases, plainly printed, should be posted in every 
tug-boat and ferry-boat, indeed upon every kind 
of craft that plies about owr harbor and in every 
place where watermen and ‘longshoremen resort.”

THREE YACHTS CONTESTING. 
——_~o-——_—— 
THE DAISY BEATEN BY THE ROMEYN BY 
TIME ALLOWANCE. 

The cabin sloop yachts Romeyn, Daisy, and 
Iideran, of the Atlantic Yacht Club, raced yester- 
day at Bay Ridge for the club pennant of Class F, 
which includes cabin sloops of sailing measure- 
ment under 35 and over 30 feet. The boats were 
sailed by their respective owners—the Romeyn by 
Commodore W. R. Vermilye, of the Atlantic 
Club; the Daisy by Capt. Charles F. Ul- 


rich, and the lIideran by Walter South- 
wick. ‘The course was 382 milea, frem_ the 
anchorage of thefclob, through the Narrows, 
around Buoy No. 8 off the northern point of Sandy 
Hook, thence around the Scotland Light-ship, and 
home again. The Daisy, being the largest boat, 
allowed the Romeyn 1 minute 2 seconds and the 
lideran 5 minutes 9 seconds. The start was a fiy- 
ing one. The Romeyn crossed the line first, at 
1:30:15; the lideran next, at 1:31:15, and the Daisy 
last, at 1:32:57. A steady breeze blew from the 
south-west, which died down to cat’s-paw tow- 
ard nbight, and the boats came in very 
lazily on the home stretch. The _ race, 
so far as the Daisy and the _—— 
were coneerned, was wonderfully done for the 
distanee, the actua! time of the two differing by 
only 58 seconds in favoref the formef. But the 
time allowance given the Romeyn waz 1 minute and 
2 seconds, and corsequently the Daisy was beaten 
by exactly 10 seconds in the race of 32 miles. The 
Iideran did not fulfill the expectations entertained 
concerning her, but came in far in the rear, her 
actual time being 16 minutes and 24 seconds poorer 
than that of the Daisy. Below is a synopsis of the
